High spirits greet 
end to Tel dispute

The B.C. Telephone Co. dis¬ 
pute ended in such a high 
spirit of co-operation Monday 
it was almost embarrassing 
for som'e weary combatants 
to talk about it. 

In some areas, like Vic¬ 
toria. the return to work fell 
just a little bit short of “love 
and kisses." 

“In my particular build¬ 
ing." said one member of the 


Telecommunications Work¬ 
ers Union, “the supervisors 
met us with open arms. They 
were almost aggressively 
friendly.”-

snags as 10.000 TWU mem¬ 
bers and 2,000 supervisors 
tried to erase the bad feelings 
that had occasionally added 
an explosive touch to an 81- 
day lockout-strike.

Woman, 69, wins 
fight for estate 


A 69-year-old Victoria 
woman has been awarded 
two-thirds of an estate as the 
common-law spouse of a man 
who died without making a 
will. 

Mr. Justice Kenneth 
Fawcus rejected arguments 
that Kay Jaremko should.re¬ 
ceive all or none of the estate 
of Stephen Birus, who died 
July 6, 1976, aged 78. 

Net value of the estate was 
about $150,000, including a 
house. She will receive the 
house and $46,000. The re¬ 
maining one-third will be di¬ 
vided among the “heirs-at- 
law” who are a sister of 
Birus, three nieces and a 
nephew, all but one of whom 
live in Yugoslavia. 

Normally, when a person 
dies without a will the estate 
is divided among the "statu¬ 
tory heirs." In this case, that 
would have meant half the 
estate would go to the sister 


and the other half to the three 
nieces and one nephew. 

However, a section of the 
Administration Act allows a 
common-law spouse the right 
to apply for consideration. 

Fawcus. in his written 
judgment just handed down 
after the case was heard in 
supreme court in Victoria in 
December, said counsel for 
Jaremko argued that she 
was the common-law spouse 
of Birus and under aU the 
circumstances, particularly 
their long association, should 
be treated as if she were the 
lawful widow and therefore 
entitled to tbe whole estate. 

But counsel for tbe-sister, 
Dora Lukezic. and nephew. 
Josip Birus. submitted that 
Jaremko llad failed to estab¬ 
lish, on a balance of probabi¬ 
lities, that she was Birus' 
common-law spouse and that 
the evidence established only 
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two of their mere militant 
leaders were being punished 
by the company by a one-day 
delay in their recall to the 
job. The company said this 
was not the case — that some 
people had to be called back 
today instead of Monday to 
make sure that their five-day 
work week would include 
next Sunday. 

The problem was reported 
satisfactorily resolved.

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It is with regret we learn 
that Capt. Cook is dead 


KEALAKEKUA BAY, 
Hawaii, Feb. 14, 1779.—It 
is with deepest regret we 
learned today of the 
death of Capt. James 
Cook, RN, one of Eng¬ 
land's foremost explorers 
and navigators. 

Cook died on the beach 
here at the hands of a 
group of natives, from 
whom he was trying to 
recover a boat stolen 
from his flagship, the 
Resolution. 

At the time of his death. 
Cook was wintering his 
ship, together with the 
Discovery, after a second 
unsuccessful attempt to 
find the Northwest Pas¬ 
sage to Europe from the 
western end. 

Born Nov. 3, 1728, the 
son of a farm laborer. 
Cook apprenticed as a 
seaman at Whitby, oh 



England's east coast, and 
joined the Royal Navy 
shortly afterward. 

He rose rapidly through 
the ranks and was made a 
ship's master in 1757. As 
a compassionate man. he 
was popular with his 


crews and also intro¬ 
duced fresh fruit into 
their diets to prevent the 
dreaded scurvy. 

During the war against 
France In Canada. Cook 
did some masterly sur¬ 
veys of the St. Lawrence, 


and landed tbe forces 
commanded by Gen. 
James Wolfe at Quebec, 
for that decisive battle. 

,He went on to survey 
more miles of coastline 
along the coasts of New 
South Wales. New Zea¬ 
land and North America 
than any other man be¬ 
fore him. 

Cook made many 
major discoveries in the 
South Pacific, and visited 
Friendly Cove in' Nootka 
Sound on what is now 
called Vancouver's Is¬ 
land in March of last 
year, on the way to his 
first unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to find the North¬ 
west Passage. 

He Is survived by his 
wife, the former Eliza¬ 
beth Batts, whom he 
married in 1762, and 
three sons. 


Despite objections 
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OTTAWA (CP) — The fed 
era! government will set up a 
wage-and-price monitoring 
agency when controls end. 
despite some provincial ob¬ 
jections that it will be an 
intrusion into their affairs, 
according to Prime Minister 
Trudeau. 

Winding up the first day of 
a three-day economic sum 
mlt, Trudeau said Monday 
that a monitoring agency to 
spotlight excessive pay and 
price demands was essential 
in the battle to reduce infla¬ 
tion. 

Trudeau and the 10 provin 
cial leaders also agreed to set 
up a study group to find ways 
to reduce costly government 
regulations hampering busi¬ 
ness. 

The conference opening 
was dominated by discussion 
of methods for reducing gov¬ 
ernment interference in the 
economy, with the leaders 
agreeing to limit government 
spending and suggesting 
limits on civil servants' pay 
raises as part of a restraint 
program. 

Several premiers pushed 
for Ottawa to speed up job- 
creating capital investments. 
But the provincial leaders 
were badly split about how 
best to encourage more in¬ 
vestment and jobs. 

While most of the Western 
premier^ urged incentives 
for private industry, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Quebec par¬ 
ticularly said it was up to 
governments to lead the way 
with investment. 

Trudeau, opening the 
meeting, appealed to provin¬ 
cial leaders to co-operate to 
develop policies that would 
assure jobs without rekin¬ 
dling inflation. If that was 
successful, then the premiers 
would be “writing an insur¬ 
ance policy that will serve us 
well tomorrow,” Trudeau 
said.

B.C. urges 
competition 
with world 


OTTAWA (CP) — Premier 
Bennett of British Columbia 
called Monday for a new na¬ 
tional economic policy to help 
Canada fit into a changing, 
more competitive world. 

Bennett, in his opening 
statement to the federal-pro¬ 
vincial premiers conference, 
said it was up to the heads of 
government to develop a na¬ 
tional strategy. Then the pre¬ 
miers should meet twice a 
year to ensure the program 
was carried out. 

Referring to earlier re¬ 
marks by some of the pre¬ 
miers. Bennett said the vari¬ 
ous governments "cannot 
just trot out regional shop¬ 
ping lists, as 1 have heard 
here today, but must develop 
a national policy.” 

He said the last time a na¬ 
tional strategy had been 
worked out was in 1879, when 
the country’s first prime 
minister, Sir John A. Mac¬ 
donald, devised a program 
that protected and helped de¬ 
velop industry in Central 
Canada through protective 
tariffs. 

That policy had restricted 
the ability of the Maritimes 


and other regions of the coun¬ 
try to develop‘markets be¬ 
yond their boundaries. Ben¬ 
nett added. 

He said Canada did not now 
fit well into the world econ¬ 
omy and the only sectors in 
which the country was com¬ 
petitive internationally were 
some resource industries. 

A comprehensive national 
economic policy could set out 
a program or a set of goals 
that the people could rally 
behind. Bennett said. 

He also criticized the role 
of government spending in 
the economy, saying that un¬ 
less governments followed 
restraint, their share of the 
national economy would rise 
to 45 per cent by 1980 from 
about 40 per cent now. 

Government programs and 
costs were beginning to affect 
the ability of the over-all 
economy to compete, Bennett 
said.- 

“Rather than being a sav¬ 
ior, government is one of the 
villains of the piece.” 

Bennett also said govern 
ments should be careful in 
starting large capital pro¬ 
jects to overcome unemploy 
ment. 


Washington door shut 
for Levesque’s visit 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Quebec’s Premier Rene Le¬ 
vesque will fin<$ few official 
doors open to him if he tries 
to include Washington in his 
forthcoming public relations 
visits to the United States, 
state department officials 
say. 

Levesque will be speaking 
in Boston and Chicago in 
coming weeks in an effort to 
explain to, people in the Unit¬ 
ed States his government's 
separatist policies and to 


reassure them that the sepa¬ 
ratist movement does not 
threaten U.S. interests. 

Slate department officials, 
who asked not to be Identi¬ 
fied. said the Carter adminis¬ 
tration had quietly let it be 
known that Levesque would 
have to arrange his visit 
through Ottawa if he wished 
to see any officials in Wash¬ 
ington. 

1 They are confident that Le¬ 
vesque, anxious to create the 
international impression that 


Quebec can function alone, 
will not ask Ottawa for per¬ 
mission to speak with U.S. 
officials. 

The policy toward Leves¬ 
que is one way in which the 
Carter administration is try¬ 
ing to support a united Cana¬ 
da while maintaining an offi¬ 
cially neutral position on 
Quebec, they say.

Davis ad 
vanced a 18-point plan for job 
creation that also included 
speeding up major energy 
projects, and advocated a na¬ 
tional council on the economy 
that would include business, 
labor and government repre¬ 
sentatives. 

As the premiers met in the 
federal conference centre 
under television lights, an or¬ 
ganized group of the unem¬ 
ployed met six blocks away 
at a farmers’ market build¬ 
ing to hold a counter-confer 
ence.

And 
he urged that the conference 
adopt some immediate mea¬ 
sures to fight his province’s 
11.4-per-cent jobless rate or 
else the meeting would be 
"an exercise In futility” 

He acknowledged that 
there was “a question of dark 
zones” in any effort at feder¬ 
al-provincial co-operation, 
but said Quebec wanted to 
participate In efforts to lift 
the economy from its current 
"deplorable state." 

His only reference to the

Somalis ‘ prisoners’ 


SYDNEY (Reuter) - Aus¬ 
tralian troops were called out 
Monday to protect Common¬ 
wealth leaders from Asia and 
the Pacific following a bomb 
blast just hours before the 
opening of political and eco¬ 
nomic talks here. 

The blast early Monday 
moming outside the Hilton 
Hotel, where the government 
leaders are staying, killed 
two persons and wounded 
nine others. 

Despite the shock that it 
produced, the talks among 
the 12 government leaders 
opened as scheduled after 
they had condemned the at¬ 
tack as a senseless act of 
violence. 

Australia’s Gov.- Gen. Sir 
Zelman Cowan’has author¬ 
ized the use of troops during 
today’s visit by the delegates 
to the small town of Bowral, 
180 kilometres from here. 

The troops are expected to 
continue to provide extra se¬ 
curity for the rest of the 
week. 

Under the Australian con¬ 
stitution the use of troops has 
to be approved by the gover¬ 
nor-general, who is officially 
commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces. 

Indian Prime Minister 
Morarji Desai, in his speech 
at the opening session of the 
leaders of 758 million people, 
called for decisive interna 
tional action against terror 
Ists to see that “this madness 
does not spread." 


Police, meanwhile, contin¬ 
ued their hunt for those re¬ 
sponsible for planting the 
bomb In a trash can in front 
of the hotel. Two garbagemen 
were killed when the bomb 
went off while it was ground 
up in their sanitation truck. 

Australian Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser, who initiat¬ 
ed the regional summit, 
vowed that his government 
will spare no effort to track 
down the bombers. 

The conference, the biggest 
international political gather¬ 
ing staged In Australia, is 
being attended by the leaders 
of Australia, Bangladesh, 
Fiji, India. Malaysia, Nauru, 
New Zealand, Papua New 
Guinea, Singapore, Sri 


Lanka, Tonga and Western 
Samoa. 

Police have yet to make an 
arrest in connection with the 
bomb incident, but security 
officials said they are looking 
for three men, possibly 
Arabs, and an escaped con¬ 
vict believed to have been 
involved at one time with the 
India-based Ananda Marga- 
(Path of Eternal Bliss) move¬ 
ment. 

The movement has been 
accused by Indian envoys in 
Australia of a series of at¬ 
tacks on Indian diplomatic 
staff and buildings. 

Devotees of the sect, which 
has about 300 followers in 
Australia, staged several 
demonstrations here last 
year demanding the release 


of their spiritual leader, 
Prabhal Rainfan Sarkar, 
from a life sentence in India 


for complicity in the murder 
of six Ananda Marga defec¬ 
tors.

On sharing 
regional burdens 

WHY ARE some directors on the Capital Region 
Board opposed to spreading the cost of grants to 
worthwhile causes among all property taxpay¬ 
ers in the Capital district? 

It's a revealing issue. If not a major one. 
which got kicked around again by the board Iasi 
week without being settled. 

First, a little background. In this community 
there are a number of organizations which 
do worthwhile work by almost anyone's stan 
dards and are constantly scrambling for money 
to carry on. Some examples: the symphony, the 
art gallery, a crisis line and an island publicity 
bureau, among numerous others. 

Each year the lineup of those approaching 
local governments for help gets longer — but of 
course there is only so much money for this kind 
of thing. The task of weighing the merits of 
applicants was eventually handed to an inter 
municipal committee, with representatives from 
the seven municipalities in the district. 

Any municipality could opt out of sharing 
cost of a grant if it wanted. In practice, most of 
the grant burden has fallen on the core muni 
cipalities of Victoria, Saanich, Esquimau and 
Oak Bay 

Along comes a form of regional government 
and eventually the thought blossoms: some of 
these worthy causes, the symphony for example, 
benefit not only the seven municipalities in the 
Capital district. Why not have the seven elector¬ 
al areas (Sooke. Metchosin, Colwood, Langford. 
View Royal, Salt Spring and the outer Gulf 
Islands) share in these grant costs where the 
organization getting the money does something 
to benefit the region? 

Seems reasonable — but there are two 
questions. Who decides whether it’s a region 
wide benefit? And if any municipality or elector¬ 
al area doesn’t like the organization, why can’t it 
opl out of sharing the cost of a particular grant? 

A reasonable answer to the first question 
seems to be: the regional board decides. What 
better agency, indeed what other? It is the only 
group around w ith region-wide representation. 

The responses from some regional directors 
to the second question are revealing, bearing in 
mind that if opting out is allowed, an equitable 
sharing of grant costs becomes just about im¬ 
possible'— and the whole idea will almost cer¬ 
tainly fall through. You might think it would be 
the electoral areas that would be resisting. They 
are Ihe ones being asked to join in something 
which will cost them a little money. But most of 
them arc for it. The opposition comes, in part at 
least, from Victoria and Oak Bay. 

Last year there were grants totalling $299, 
000 from the four core municipalities. Had they 
been divided by population on a regional basis, 
the share for ratepayers in Victoria, Saanich, 
Oak Bay and Esquimau would have been $210.- 
000. The other $89,000 would have been shared 
through the rest of the region. 

Can there be much doubt how' ratepayers in 
the core muneipaiities feel about regional grant 
sharing? Would fair-minded ratepayers else¬ 
where in the region really object to this sharing, 
with its limit of half a mill? 

There is an obvious reluctance among some 
municipal council members to give up any more 
jurisdiction to regional government. They ap¬ 
pear to be still unconvinced on the merits of 
regional government for regional issues. 

Another, more pathetic possibility to ac 
count for opposition to region-wide grant sharing 
has been suggested. Over the years, municipal 
councils have got a certain amount of political 
mileage out of bestowing grants — “we’re giving 
you this $5,000 to run your show, and don’t you 
forget who made it all possible.” 

Could it be some aldermen are reluctant to 
part with that kind of petty power? 


Why not report cards for our MLAs? 


In some respect*, legislators are like 
school children If you have ever speni 
an hour in the public gallery of the 
legislature In Victoria you will know 
what I mean. Our august represents 
lives sit. sprawl, or unashamedly sleep, 
each at his own little desk. They giggle 
and pass notes to one another, and. 
when something out of the ordinan 
happens, they pound their desks with 
glee. 

Why should they care? Examination 
time is four years away. 

Watching them gives me an uneasy 
feeling: this is our country they are. 
governing, our tax money they are 
flinging about like kids in a candy store 

It isn't enough that we get to throw 
the rascals out every four years. The 
way our ship of stale leaks, it could 
founder In two. 

What we need is more frequent ac 
countability, some way to send them 
regular messages they can't Ignore I 
propose we adapt the report card, as 
used In our elementary schools, to this 
purpose 

Only we. the voters, give them the 
grades. Every four months, each voter 
rvaluales the current performance of 
his or her representative. In addition, 
every citizen gets a crack at the pro 
mier. the members of the cabinet, and 
the leader of the opposition. 

A little modification of the report 
card would be necessary of course. For 
example, a pass In Language Arts 
would be obtained If the legislator dem 
onstrates the ability, on at least one 
occasion, to deliver a speech in which no 
more than three sentences fall to reach 
the goal for which they set out, and the 
speaker uses no more than four words

Dal Ri 
chards' orchestra sets the mood with a 
rendition of A West, A Nest and You 


Dear. The house lights dim. the ap- 
piause signs darken, the drama begins. 

The camera dollies in on the om 
budsman, who turns and leers at the 
on-stage gallery of nervous legislators 
The camera cuts to a close-up of the 
premier, stroking his five o'clock shad 
ow. and licking his lips nervously. The 
camera drifts to the attorney general, 
who is checking over his shoulder and 
under the seat. The alert cameraman 
gives us a close-up of the AG's hands, 
and we see that he Is constantly clicking 
and rolling two shiny steel balls. The 
camera passes to the leader of the 
opposition leaning back In his chair, 
smiling raffishly. He detects the cam 
era, snaps forward, and mouths 1- 
LOVE-YOU to Ihe TV audience.

A leading lady MLA is complimented 
for her ability to keep talking until she 
thinks of something to say. 

The leader of the opposition passes 
language arts but falls logic. His adjust¬ 
ment comes in for a little comment. 
“Generous to a fault, but needs to.learn 
to respect the property of others.” 

At this point, the leader of the oppo 
sitlon leaps to his feet and begins an 
impassioned speech condemnitig report 
cards as elitist devices for maintaining 
the status quo. When all attempts to 
have him sit down are Ineffective. 
Grady Cavness of the B.C. Lions carries 
him back to his seat, and holds him 
therein by leaning on his head.

The North Pacific* surf 
perch, a sport fish, may be 
harboring important clues to 
problems of human repro 
duction. problems of concep 
tion and birth control 

The species is unusual in 
many respects, according to 
Dr. David M Gardiner, a re 
cent graduate of Seripps In¬ 
stitution of Oceanography 
and now on the faculty of 
Occidental College in Los An 
geles. 

For one thing, he notes, 
their young are born alive. 
That’s unusual enough in 
fish, which usually bear eggs 
that are fertilized after they 
are deposited. 

More unusual, however. 
Gardiner says, is that the

males are born already sex¬ 
ually mature while the fe¬ 
males must wait about six 
months before they begin 
producing eggs. 

This sets up what Gardiner 
calls an asynchronous repro¬ 
duction system. In short, the 
male and female reproduc¬ 
tion cycles are out of whack 

This means, he says, that 
the female must carry and 
nourish the male sperm for 
several months until it comes 
time for her to produce eggs. 

it is this time delay that 
Gardiner finds fascinating. 
There has been, he says, 
some marginal success in 
preserving sperm for prize 
bulls and race horses by 
using such techniques as 
freezing. 

Here, in this species of 
perch, nature is indicating 
that this process can be ac¬ 
complished through more 
natural means. 

‘it’s a model system that 
should be taken seriously. 
Someone should take a look 
at it.” 

Gardiner was a recent re¬ 
cipient of the Seripps Institu¬ 
tion’s third annual $1,000 Carl 
Eekart Dissertation Prize. 
The award is presented an¬ 
nually to the Seripps student 
who presents the “most origi 
nal and stimulating” doctoral 
dissertation in the previous 
academic year. 

In his studies of the surf 
perch, especially the Shiner 
perch, Gardiner did much to 
define the fish’s reproductive 
mechanism. 

The female of the species, 
he says, has a kind of hollow 
ovary. The male sperms find 
their way into this sac and 
seem to bury their heads into 
tiny indentations in the sac 
wall. 

Here they wait for up to six 
months until the female 


begins to produce her eggs 
and fertilization takes place 

In that six-mpnth waiting 
period, the-female bathes the 
sperm in a nutrient-rich fluid 
which contains sugar 

One of his major findings. 
Gardiner says, is that the 
sperm of the species can me¬ 
tabolize the sugar, an idea 
(hat had previously been re¬ 
jected. Pursuing this finding, 
the young researcher dis¬ 
covered that guppies could 
also accomplish the same 
feat. 

There are other creatures, 
Gardiner says, like snakes, 
lizards, newts and salaman¬ 
ders, which are also suspect¬ 
ed of being able to store 
sperm for long periods of 
time. 

None of these creatures has 
been studied sufficiently 
from this aspect and he sus¬ 
pects that they too will be 
found to be able to use sugars 
to maintain the life span of 
the male sperm 

In the perch and these 
other animals, everything 
seems right for the mainte¬ 
nance of the sperm. By con¬ 
trast the human female re¬ 
productive system presents a 
“hostile environment” for 
sperm. 

Gardiner suggests that the 
perch’s reproductive system 
and that of other such crea¬ 
tures may be closer to the 
norm in animal life than the 
human experience. 

It might be highly instruc¬ 
tive. he says, to examine why 
human sperm is so short¬ 
lived compared to such crea¬ 
tures and how changes might 
contribute to such human 
problems as birth control and 
fertilization. It also could be 
helpful, he says, to investi¬ 
gate why the female perch 
tolerates the male sperm for 
so long a period. The sperm is 
foreign material, he notes, 
and should be rejected by the 
female's Immune system.

With friends like Britain 
Belize doesn’t need enemies 


LONDON — Big countries 
are forever being tempted to 
rid themselves of some an 
noying problem by trading 
away some smaller country's 
rights in return for bits of 
paper absolving them of any 
further responsibility. It has 
usually nieaht trouble in the 
end — but someone has been 
at it again. 

This time the prospective 
victim was Belize (formerly 
British Honduras), a small 
British colony on the Caribbe¬ 
an coast of Central America. 
In its attempt to rid itself of 
this unwanted colonial re 
sponsibility, Britain has just 
unsuccessfully tried to barter 
much of Belize’s territory 
away to its neighbor and 
deadly enemy, Guatemala. 

Belize has been under Brit¬ 
ish control for centuries and 
is a distinctly different so¬ 
ciety — democratic, mostly 
black and English-speaking 

— from its Latin neighbors 
in the isthmus. But neigh¬ 
bouring Guatemala, with 
fifty times the population, 
has claimed it for the past 130 
years. 

Belize has had complete in¬ 
ternal self-government since 
1964 and it wants indepen 
dence. The UN General As¬ 
sembly has voted over¬ 
whelmingly in favor of Be 
lize’s independence for the 
past three years in a row 
Lately even Guatemala's 
own Spanish speaking neigh¬ 
bors around the Caribbean 

— Mexico, Costa Rica. Pana¬ 
ma. V enezuela and Colombia 

— have supported Belize. But 
although Britain would like 
nothing better than just to 
give its last American colony 
independence and forget all 
about it, it cannot. 

The Belizeans will not ac¬ 
cept their independence with¬ 
out a continuing defence 
guarantee from Britain, but 
London will not commit itself 
to help defend the country 
once it is free. The other vol¬ 
unteers for the job are either 
too weak militarily them¬ 
selves (the English-speaking 
nations of the Caribbean) or 
unacceptable to the Belizeans 
(the Cubans). 

The problem is that Guate¬ 
mala would invade and con¬ 
quer Belize the day after the 
British forces there left. It is 
the Guatemalan army’s main 
purpose in life, apart from 
ensuring that the country's 
own political orientation 
stays safely right-wing. 

Indeed, the two goals are 
interrelated. Every time the 
moderate left in Guatemala 
l6oks like making some tiny 
progress, the right-wing ex¬ 
tremists start beating the na¬ 
tionalist drum over Belize to 
distract their countrymen’s 
attention from their own pov¬ 
erty-stricken misery. As a re¬ 
sult, the Guatemalan Army 
mobilizes, calls up reservists 
and makes threatening ges¬ 
tures along the Belize fron¬ 
tier on average every two 
years. 

This fs a great nuisance to 
Britain, which each tjme has 
to fly in an extra infantry 
battalion and air force squad¬ 
ron or two. One day, more¬ 



over. some border Incident 
might actually spark fight 
ing and there is nothing in 
the whole wide world that 
Britain wants less than a war 
with Guatemala, of all 
places. So after the last bout 
of panic reinforcements, last 
July, London decided to 
make a deal with the Guate¬ 
malans at Belize's expense. 

Britain is not the only 
guilty party. It was under 
strong pressure from Wash¬ 
ington. where a stable, pro- 
American Guatemala (popu¬ 
lation six million) is seen as 
far more important than the 
rights of a mere 130,000 Beli¬ 
zeans. So Britain started ne¬ 
gotiating secretly with Gua 
temala six months ago to 
see if it could swap part of 
Belize for Guatemalan recog¬ 
nition of the rest of the coun¬ 
try. 

The part of Belize it pro 
posed to give away was the 
southern end of the country.

which rontains promising 
nickel deposits and suspected 
offshore oil reserves: in ef 
feet, Belize’s entire hopes for 
future economic viability. It 
started by offering 2,000 
square miles — the whole of 
Belize is only 8.500 square 
miles — and gradually 
dropped the offer to about 
half that in the hope of win 
ning Belizean assent. 

The U.S. and Britain swee 
tened the pot by offering to 
finance a $100 million oil re¬ 
finery project in Guatemala 
in return for Guatemalan 
agreement. It didn’t work, 
however, because Belize 
staunchly refused to be sold 
down the river. 

In late January. Premier 
George Price (with the solid 
backing of his Caribbean 
neighbors) flew to Miami and 
then to London. He told the 
ever so-helpful big powers 
that Belize would not gi\e up 
a yard of Its territory, in re¬ 
turn for the promise of some 
Guatemalan dictator which 
could be cancelled by the 
next soldier to become presi¬ 
dent. End of scheme, amidst 
great embarrassment among 
the high and mighty. 

There Is a Guatemalan 
election due on March 5. All 
three candidates are retired 
officers, but the army seems 
reluctant to perpetrate the 
usual electoral fraud 

Two of the three Guatema¬ 
lan presidential contenders 
take an extremely hard line 
on Belize, however. If the 
centre-left candidate. Gener¬ 
al Ricardo Peralta Mendez, 
does well, there are bound to 
be new calls for the invasion 
of Belize from extreme right 
wing groups in order to un 
dercut his position. Which 
ever way it comes out. Belize 
seems headed for more trou 
ble. 

Premier Price, who has 
been told recently by London 
that ‘‘it would be difficult for 
Britain to repel subversive 
incursions into the colony,” 
has announced that he is 
going to ask Caribbean coun 
tries for a security guaran 
tee. It is high time Belize was 
given its independence: the 
uncertainty about its future 
has blighted its economic de¬ 
velopment. 

If the presence of an Inter¬ 
national military force would 
make it possible, as Price is 
now suggesting, then the Ca¬ 
ribbean (including the Span¬ 
ish-speaking countries) is in 
deed the right place to look. 
With Britain as its protector. 
Belize hardly needs enemies. 
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Economic thinking 
must undergo change 


So many people today 
blame the unions for our fi¬ 
nancial troubles.

of our economy to foreigners. 

I do not pretend to know 
much about economics, but I 
do know that when a country 
gets into financial trouble ljs 
currency depreciates. The 
British pound which used to 
be one of the troubled curren¬ 
cies of Europe has now gone 
up considerably in compari¬ 
son to the Canadian dollar. 
That tells the story. 

My wife received a letter 
from a relative In Basel, 
Switzerland, and In answer to 
our queries stated that the 
Swiss economy was booming 
and there were only 3,000 un¬ 
employed In Switzerland. The 
Japanese economy Is also 
very good and both Japan 
and Switzerland have to Im¬ 
port large quantities of raw 
materials but they export 
highly finished goods. Cana¬ 
dians are buying more than 
they are selling. The textile 
industry In Quebec Is working 


at 00 per cent capacity, many 
electronic products and even 
our mining corporations are 
moving to the East or South 
America They pay very low 
wages there. 

When we went to New 
Brunswick last spring, two 
things were very apparent, a 
very high rale of unemploy 
ment and the economy was to 
a large extent run by two 
large corporations. The 
larger corporation was repu¬ 
tedly worth $600 million. Per¬ 
sonally I think their economy 
would be a lot more healthy 
and competitive If there were 
600 companies worth a mil¬ 
lion dollars each.

Jobs sought for people 
living in Central Saanich 


Recently the Corporation of 
the District of Central Saan¬ 
ich advertised that tenders 
would be invited from estab¬ 
lished trade contractors for 
the various components of 
the new munieipal centre. As 
advertised, it was to be by 
invitational bids, the conno¬ 
tation of this being that it was 
the next thing to closed bid 
ding. The successful contrac¬ 
tor, Wergeland Construction, 
was to be an “established 
trade contractor." There’s no 
record under this name as a 
registered company . 

Mayor Butler says that the 
bids were open to all contrae 
tors in the area. Perhaps 
council should be called upon 
to substantiate that state¬ 
ment. The bulk of the non¬ 
union Jobs are certainly not 
open to Central Saanich resi¬ 
dents and union members 
who are accustomed to stan¬ 
dard wages and conditions. 


To work there a union laborer 
will have to work for substan¬ 
dard wages, if he can get a 
job at all. Presently they are 
being held by people who 
don't even live in the area. 

What this means is that 
with unemployment running 
at 40 per cent in the con 
struction industry a Central 
Saanich taxpayer is paying 
once to build the centre 
through his tax dollar and 
once again by having to work 
for lower wages; if he can gel 
a job. Commonsense should 
tell us that primarily it 
should be Central Saanich 
jobs for Central Saanich peo 
pie. 

Historically the municipali¬ 
ty has operated or tried to 
operate on a non-union basis. 
The police force for an exam¬ 
ple (with the help of the 
Labor Relations Board) had 
to go to the Supreme Court 
just to determine that the po-

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Philip lauds 
labor-boss

TORONTO (CP) — Prince 
Philip says many technical 
problems in industrial rela¬ 
tions are caused when people 
do not discuss things with 
each other as if they were 
human beings. ' 

The prince told a Toronto 
news conference that thevtwo 
sides in Industry frequently 
took up inflexible positions. 
One of the results of the Duke 
of Edinburgh Commonwealth 
study conference, to be held 
in Canada in June, 1980, 
would be that many hard-line 
trade union members and 
hard-line employers would 
find themselves discussing 
matters face-to-face, he said. 

"If they are together for 10 
days or so, In the end they 
have got to admit that the 
others are also human.” 

He said he was impressed 
at previous conferences by 
the way in which they had 
"dented prejudices.” 

The three-week confer¬ 
ence, financed by business, 
industry and labor, will be 
the second in Canada and w ill 
begin with sessions at 


Queen's University in King¬ 
ston. 

Later, members will form 
study groups and travel to 
different parts of the country 
for meetings and discussions 
with representatives of man¬ 
agement, unions and the 
communities. 

Former governor general 
Roland Michener is to be 
chairman of the conference. 

The prince said one of the 
two objectives of the $1.5-mil¬ 
lion study conference would 
be to get people who might 
rise to the top in their various 
occupations to broaden their 
outlook and discuss topics 
with each other before they 
became committed to any 
particular philosophy. 

The 300 delegates will be 
drawn from management 
and trade unions from all 
parts of the Commonwealth 
and will all be under 45 years 
of age. He said candidates 
would be selected by a spe¬ 
cial committee in Canada in 
co-operation with subcom¬ 
mittees in the Common¬ 
wealth countries. 


Soviets send papers 

‘U.S. diplomat 
tied with Nazis’ 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — The 
Soviet Embassy in Washing¬ 
ton has given the U.S. state 
department documents 
which are alleged to indicate 
that a senior U.S. diplomat 
collaborated with the Nazis in 
the Second World War, ac¬ 
cording to Tass news agency. 

The diplomat, Constantine 
Warvariv, 53, was accused by 
the Soviet news media last 
year of actively collaborating 
with the German occupation 
forces in the west Ukraine 
and of taking part in mass 
executions of Soviet citizens. 

The media allegations 
came after U.S. officials said 
members of the KGB securi¬ 
ty police had tried to black¬ 
mail Warvariv into working 
for them while he was attend¬ 
ing a UN conferee in Tbili¬ 
si, Soviet Georgia. 


Tass said, “The documents 
indicate that... C. Warvariv. 
deputy permanent represen¬ 
tative of the U.S.A. at UNE¬ 
SCO (United Nations Educa-' 
tional. Scientific and Cultural 
Organization), had actively 
collaborated with the Nazis in 
the temporarily occupied So¬ 
viet territory during the Sec¬ 
ond World War.” 

Tass accused U.S. author¬ 
ities of attempting to shield 
Warvariv, who was appoint¬ 
ed recently as director of 
UNESCO affairs in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

In Washington, a state de¬ 
partment spokesman de¬ 
clined to comment on the ac¬ 
cusations but confirmed that 
the department had received 
some materials from the So¬ 
viet Embassy. 


Arctic builders 
settle strike 


KAJAANI, Finland 
(Reuter) — About 1,000 
Finds, after settling a week- 
long strike for better working 
terms, have returned to their 
jobs on a giant industrial pro¬ 
ject in the Soviet Union.

The protest was organized 
by a committee supporting 
the newspaper, convicted of 
blasphemous libel after a pri¬ 
vate prosecution brought last 
year by British anti-pornog¬ 
raphy campaigner Mary 
Whitehouse. 

Mrs. Whitehouse argued 
that a poem about Christ in 
Gay News and an accompan¬ 
ying drawing vilified Christ 
and the crucifixion. The 
poem was written by James 
Kirkup, a professor of Eng¬ 
lish literature.

Harsh Cuba gets even tougher on crime 


HAVANA (Reuter) - Cuba 
has Introduced harsher pen¬ 
alties for crime. Including the 
death sentence for some 
types of robbery that involve 
violence, the official paper 
Granma has announced. 

The tougher penalties fol¬ 
low growing concern here 
over crime and delinquency. 
In a major speech at the end 
of last year, President Fidel 
Castro said more prisons and 
police as well as harsher sen¬ 
tences were being consi¬ 
dered. 

The death penalty now may 
apply for robbery with vio¬ 
lence when it is committed in 
a house when the occupants 
are at home or in public 
transport, according to Gran¬ 
ma. The death penalty is also 
applicable if serious injuries 
are caused or if the criminal 
impersonated a public offi¬ 
cial or soldier. 

The new penalties, ordered 
into effect Wednesday by 
government decree, cover 
gambling, drug trafficking, 
prostitution and intimidation 
as well as robbery. 

The sanctions were being 
Introduced immediately, 
Granma said, despite the fact 
that a new penal code provid¬ 
ing for considerably tougher 
sentences was already in the 
process of approval. 

Ordinary robbery with vio¬ 
lence calls for a sentence of 
four to 10 years. A sentence of 
from 10 to 30 years will be an 
alternative to death in the 
more serious cases. 

Drug offences may bring 
sentences of up to 15 years if 
large quantities are involved. 

Sentences may be consi¬ 


derably higher for those in¬ 
volving minors less than 16 
years old. Penalties would be 
further increased if state 


property was the target of the 
crime. 

The paper did not give de¬ 
tails of the penalties pre¬ 


viously in force. It is under¬ 
stood, however, that the 
death penalty was sometimes 
applied for murder, particu¬ 


larly of children, and rape. 

Cuban penalties were al¬ 
ready severe by many West¬ 
ern standards. In a few trials 


reported recently, sentences 
of 12 to 20 years were given 
for break-ins Involving 
amounts of (2,000 each.

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Retrotripping, 
ticket to Mars 


The fie* of the occult takes many 
forms, some of them respectable, some 
of them not quite accepted by the "nor¬ 
mal” community. 

There’s astrology, yoga, meditation, 
extra-sensory perception, hypnosis, 
charismatic renewal, oulja boards, 
tarot cards, witchcraft and t on a lighter 
vein, perhaps, a little teacup reading. 

Practitioners of a new art known as 
hypersentience — which involves "re- 
trotripping” into one's real or perhaps 
imaginary previous lives —are claim 
ing growing acceptance in the United 
States and Canada. 

Isabel Buell, a California woman who 
Is one of the foremost exponents or 
facilitators of the technique, was in 
Victoria recently to give a series of 
workshops and private consultations to 
people interested in reincarnation. 

According to Mrs. Buell, the tech¬ 
nique Involves putting the client, known 
In the Jargon of hypersentience as the 
sensor. Into a state of deep relaxation 
akin but not identical to hypnosis. 

By the use of carefully-contrived 
questions, the sensor, who. of course 
must be a willing subject, is taken back 
in time to any one of a number of 
previous lives. 

Mrs. Buell said in her experience, 
none of the "time trips” had been 
harmful to any clients and in many 
cases they had been extremely helpful 
in curing mental hangups which the 
clients had been unable to exorcise (for 
w ant of a better word) in any other way. 

She and another exponent of the tech¬ 
nique. Marcia Moore, a California 
woman who has written a book on the 
subject, have both remarked on the fact 
lhat many of their clients recall pre¬ 


vious lives on the lost continent of At¬ 
lantis. 

In an Interview during her visit to Vic¬ 
toria, Mrs. Buell said the popular con¬ 
cept of reincarnation has people believ¬ 
ing they return to the earth in some 
other form, usually animal. 

"But we’ve never come across people 
retrotripping as animals, although a 
few recall lives on other planets." 

She specifically recalled a session 
with a person who was a woman in this 
life, but on Atlantis was a male pilot of 
an aircraft something similar to today's * 
spacecraft. This person retired from 
flying at the age of 96, and taught flying 
until the age of 106. when he decided 
he'd had enough of life and lay down to 
die. “There was no disease on Atlantis," 
Mrs. Buell said. 

Many people recall previous lives 
during the Golden Age of Egypt, she 
added, while others have retrolripped to 
the time of Christ, and recall being 
among His followers. 

Others have gone back in time about 
100,000 years to the dawn of man's 
conscious life on this planeti They recall 
a highly-developed tribal culture, al¬ 
though life was at times difficult be¬ 
cause of the primitive conditions. 

Mrs. Buell said she could see no con¬ 
flict between the concept embodied in 
hypersentience and organized religion, 
because it "seems to enhance people's 
belief in the afterlife as opposed to being 
in conflict with it.” 

Adherents to the concept believe that 
after one has gone through a sufficient 
number of lives to become a perfect 
being, the reunion with the Godhead will 
become permanent. 


Tories, NDP 
square off 
in pipe vote

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OTTAWA (CP) - The Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives pro¬ 
mised Monday not to unduly 
delay the Alaska-Yukon natu¬ 
ral gas pipeline bill but 
warned that the New Demo¬ 
crats are preparing a filibus¬ 
ter. 

Erik Nielsen (PC-Yukon), 
calling the New Democrats 
irresponsible, said his party 
would support the Liberal 
government on the bill but 
would strive to improve it. 

"We do not believe we have 
been negotiated down the 
tube by the deputy prime 
minister," Nielsen said in the 
Commons as debate on the 
bill opened. 

The New Democrats have 
said that Allan MacEachen, 
the deputy prime minister, 
sold out Canadian Interests in 
negotiating the pipeline deal 
with the United States. 

Nielsen said, however, that 
parts of the bill were badly 
constructed and that the gov¬ 
ernment dragged its feet in 
not showing it to Parliament 
until late last week. 

The bill Is to put the U.S.- 
Canada agreement into force 
and establishes control mech¬ 
anisms for overseeing the 
SlO-blllion pipeline construc¬ 
tion. 

New Democrat leader Ed 
Broadbent tried to convince 
MacEachen to delay the de¬ 
bate one week until a decision 
is made on whether low- or 


high-pressure pipe wlfl be 
used on the line. 

Canadian industry would 
stand a good chance of sup¬ 
plying most of the low-pres¬ 
sure pipe but is not capable 
of making a high-pressure 
version. The latter would 
have to be made in the U.S.. 
thus depriving Canadians of a 
valuable benefit of the line. 

MacEachen told the House 
the National Energy Board 
would recommend Monday 
what type of pipe It felt 
should be used. No decisions 
on the bill would be made 
until the pipe type was cho¬ 
sen. 

But Broadbent said It was 
absurd to begin the debate 
until the pipe question was 
settled. MPs would be com¬ 
mitting themselves one way 
or another during debate this 
week without knowing wheth¬ 
er Canadian Industry will 
have a chance of supplying 
the pipe, he said. 

"That just makes a mock¬ 
ery of what debate in the 
House of Commons is sup¬ 
posed to be," said Broadbent 

Nielsen said the NDP was 
"taking a wholly impractical 
view” by suggesting that Ca¬ 
nadian labor and industry be 
guaranteed benefits from 
pipeline construction. Guar¬ 
antees would breach the in¬ 
ternational General Agree¬ 
ment on Tariffs and Trade 
and likely would lead to fin¬ 
ancing problems.

Snowblower 


CRANBROOK, B.C. (CP) 
— Transport Canada Investi¬ 
gators Monday< recreated the 
flight of a Pacific Western 
Airlines 737 jet that crashed 
Saturday near this southeast¬ 
ern British Columbia com¬ 
munity, killing 41 persons. 

The Investigators used a 
helicopter to fly over the run¬ 
way at the airport to try to 
duplicate the last moments of 
the fateful flight, which ter¬ 
minated In Canada's sixth- 
worst aviation disaster. 

The helicopter, owned by 
Okanagan Helicopters Ltd. of 
Vancouver, flew about 30 
metres over the runway past 


a Transport Canada snow¬ 
plow, which was parked in 
the middle of the runway 
where Investigators believe a 
snowblower was as the jet 
approached the runway. 

The helicopter then veered 
to the left to duplicate the 
final attempt by the airplane 
to bank upward and to the 
left. 

Investigators would not 
speculate on the cause, but a 
PWA official said Sunday

David White, 20, of Cal¬ 
gary, one of seven survivors 
of the crash, said that when 
the plane touched down on 
the runway, part of the re¬ 
verse-thrust casing, used to 
put the engines in reverse, 
flew off. 

The snowblower operator, 
whose name was not re¬ 
leased, told Investigators he 
had been instructed' by his 


superior to take his machine 
on the runway. 

He said he thought he had 
time to complete his run be¬ 
fore the plane arrived. 

Among the persons killed in 
the crash was Jake Plett, an 
Edmonton man who wrote a 
best-selling book about hiV 
conversion to religion after 
his first wife was murdered. 

Plett, author of Valley of 
Shadows, and his second wife 
were confirmed by PWA offi¬ 


cials Monday as being on the 
fatal flight. 

Seven persons survived the 
crash.

Albert, Alta, was the son of 
Jack Miles, PWA senlot vice- 
president in charge of flight 
operations.

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School board takes Sidney council to task 


Saanich school trustees 
reacted angrily Monday 
night to a suggestion by the 
town of Sidney that their 1978 
budget is inflated. 

Not only is Sidney unaware 
of what is happening Inside 
its own boundaries, but it 
bears some responsibility for 
the increase in the board's 
budget; in addition, the town 
is in arrears in paying its 
annual school taxes to the 
board, the trustees said. 

What got the trustees going 
was a letter from the town 
council to Walter Hardwick, 
deputy education minister. A 
copy was sent to the school 
district. 

That letter noted that 


“council objects to the sub¬ 
stantially Increased budget 
for School District No. 63 in 
view of the decreased school 
population and requests re¬ 
consideration of such bud¬ 
get.” Hardwick responded by 
saying that the school district 
has “the absolute right under 
law to set its budget as high 
as it sees fit,” and suggested 
the town draw its views to the 
attention of the school board. 

Trustee Walter Tangye 
said the town’s letter was “ig¬ 
norant and provocative." 

Trustee Norma Sealey. 
who represents the town on 
the school board, said the dis¬ 
trict's population is not de¬ 


creasing but increasing, and 
particularly so In Sidney. 

Because of unforeseen in¬ 
creases in enrolment, partly 
brought about by the town's 
development policies and 
poor communication between 
the town and the school 
board, the board has found 
itself spending more money 
than it budgeted, Mrs. Sealey 
said. 

To add to Sidney's humilia¬ 
tion. the school board also 
decided Monday night tcfsend 
the town a notice that Its lax 
payments to'the school board 
are In arrears. 

Municipalities collect taxes 
on behalf of school boards 
and are required by the Pub¬ 


lic Schools Act to remit the 
taxes to the boards in equal 
monthly installments begin¬ 
ning on Jan. 15 of each year. 

Since they do not collect the 
taxes until the summer, how¬ 
ever, municipalities must 
usually borrow the money 
from the bank for the first 
part of the year, repaying the 
loan, with interest, when rev¬ 
enue starts to come in. 

Sidney has not made any 
payments so far in 1978, and 
according to a letter tabled at 
Monday's meeting the town 
was In arrears last year as 
well. 

"A review of our records 
for 1977 reveals only partial 
and erratic installments 


being made commencing in 
March and the prescribed 
amount only caught up by 
mid-July,” secretary-trea¬ 
surer Ross Ingram said. 

The board decided to send a 
letter notifying the town that 
it Is In arrears again this 
year. 

"If you are not prepared to 
forward your regular pay¬ 
ments each month as provid¬ 
ed in the Act. .. please be so 
kind as to advise us so that we 
may place the matter with 
the Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs for his consideration,” a 
letter drafted by Ingram 
stated. 

’ Meanwhile, the subject of 
all this correspondence, the 


board’s 1978 budget, received 
final passage. At $11,902,802, 
it is about 8 per cent higher 
than last year's budget, but 
changes in the sharing for¬ 
mula between the education 
ministry and local school dis¬ 
tricts mean local taxpayers 
may feel a much bigger bite 
than that, trustees warned. 

“It's a bare bones budget." 
school board chairman Ruby- 
may Parrott said. “But its 
impact on the taxpayers con¬ 
cerns me." 

Trustee Dr. Gerry Kris- 
tlanson accused the provin¬ 
cial government of reneging 
on an election promise to 


make education financing 
more equitable. The govern¬ 
ment is taking more money 
from local taxpayers at the 
same time that it will be giv¬ 
ing It to independent schools, 
he noted. 

Kristianson appealed to 
taxpayers to protest the 
changes in the formula — 
primarily an Increase in the 
basic mill rate from 37.5 to 
42.5 mills — to the govern¬ 
ment and their MLA’s. 

Without the change in the 
mill rate, Kristianson said, 
taxpayers fh the district 
would have faced only a 
small Increase in their school 
taxes this year.

As the relatively small proportion of voters 
indicates, student politics hold little interest 
for many students. But for those who are 
interested, there are many roles to play 
on three different governing bodies — the 
Alma Mater Society (AMS), the board of 
governors, and the university senate — 
dozens of university committees, and their 
own political party complete with caucuses 
and even a nominating convention. 

The main focus of activity is the political 
party. Students United For Action (SUFA). A 
descendant of The Slate, a student group 
which swept all but a few AMS posts 
last year, SUFA is a generally left-wing 
organization which has never really been 
tested by opposition (of 15 Representative 
Assembly and 10 executive positions. 16 
were filled by acclamation. 13 of them by 
SUFA candidates), but which has so far held 
loosely together in spite of that. 

This year. SUFA held its own political 
convention to nominate candidates for vari¬ 
ous posts. Among the concessions members 
had to make to run for a SUFA nomination 
w as a promise that they would not desert the 
party and run against its candidate if they 
last the SUFA nomination. 

In spite of the admitted left-wing orienta¬ 
tion of many student politicians (socialists 
are considered right-wingers in some 
circles), few of them take the labels they 
attach to themselves very seriously. It may 
be fashionable to call oneself a Trotskyite, 
but when it comes to.the modern university, 
doctrine takes a back seat to practicality and 
hard work. , 

SUFA’s name, in suggesting “activism." 
comes closer to the truth of the matter than 
what its detractors, or even proponents, 
might say about its political beliefs. 

Any emphasis put on the “red scare" is 
misplaced, according to Ken Simons, editor 
of the student newspaper, The Martlet. 

“It’s not a political party as much as a 
banner under which to run.” 

In spite of predictions that SUFA, which 
last year also swept all but a handful of AMS 
posts, would turn the Representative Assem¬ 
bly (RA) of the AMSintoa rubber stamp, that 
has not proven to be the case, Simons 
said. 

“It's a party of opportunists, and naturally 
fragmented. There are some Social Demo¬ 
crats and Trotskyites, neither of whom have

their ideas very firmly thought out, with 
some professional gadflies and power seek 
ers.” 

That unflattering assessment is meant tu 
point out that SUFA Is mainly a party of 
convenience. It offers an easily identifiable 
banner under which to run; gives its mem¬ 
bers a certain advantage during the election, 
such as common election posters for which 
only the pictures and a few lines of personal 
priorities are changed; and acted, this year 
at least, as a kind of mini-election, guaran¬ 
teeing that activist students would not be 
running against each other in the final vote. 

SUFA has supplanted the student resi¬ 
dences as the main power bloc on campus. 
Although they account for only a small part of 
the student population at UVic. their ability 
to get out the vote, combined with student 
apathy elsewhere on campus, has tradition¬ 


ally given the residences considerable power 
in campus politics. 

SUFA wrested it away, but also main 
talned close ties with the residence councils 
during the last year. The fact that the 
residences are not heavily Involved In the 
elections this year is testimony to SUFA's 
success in meeting the concerns of students 
in residence, AMS president Brian Gardiner, 
a SUFA member and former on-campus 
resident, says. 

Gardiner, a political science student, has 
maintained a high profile during his term, 
both on and off campus. Last year he was one 
of two AMS vice-presidents, but his name 
frequently appeared in AMS press releases 
while that of the president was absent. 

The energetic Gardiner plastered huge 
posters ail over the campus during his cam 
paign (or the presidency last year, and could 


be seen racing through the classrooms early 
in the morning scrawling “Vote for Gar¬ 
diner” across the blackboards. 

That energy has carried on during his term 
as president. He mobilized an Impressive 
although unsuccessful campaign to keep 
tuition fees from rising last year, and 
succeeded in persuading B.C. Hydro to con¬ 
tinue its bus pass program for another year. 

The 1978 SUFA presidential candidate. 
DaveConnell, claims a similar record. He led 
a successful fight for longer library hours on 
campus, and organized a demonstration at 
the legislative buildings last year to protest 
inadequate funding for the handicapped. 

The other three candidates In the presiden 
tial race are Chaumkar Cheema (“I hope to 
be able to add a little color to the cam¬ 
paign”), a second-year political science stu 
dent; Garth Dunn, a third-year political 
science student; and Jerry Does, a 36-year- 
old education student who is having, at the 
very least, a great deal of fun with the 
contest. 

Although he has been a student at UVic 
only since January, Does is running for ANS 
president because “I need an office to do my 
homework in and a secretary to type up my 
papers." 

He complains that there should be no 
classes from 12:30 to 1:30 since "classes are 
constantly Interfering with really good acti¬ 
vities" during noon hour. His campaign 
posters are entry forms for a coloring contest 
for which he has offered prizes, and he has 
challenged all the other candidates to a race 
on campus today, suggesting that if the 
voters are fair, they will vote for the winner 
of the race. 

And the issues? There are some issues in 
the race, but few of the candidates have 
staked out distinct positions for themselves. 
Heading the list are the existence of SUFA 
itself, a course evaluation program for the 
university, better student orientation, crea¬ 
tion of an ombudsman post by the AMS, a rise 
in beer prices, taking AMS funds out of the 
Bank of Montreal because it owns stock in 
companies doing business in South Africa, 
and the need to get more students more 
involved in university life.. 

Although it doesn't rank with Parliament 
in prestige, student politics offers many of 
the same experiences and just as much work. 
Gardiner says as he comes to the end of 
two years activity in it. 

He estimates that he spent about 10 hours a 
day at it during the first part of the year, and 
has spent every Sunday night during the past 
two school years in an AMS meeting. 


Saanich environment 

‘Too many 
guardians 

Concern was expressed Monday by Saanich Mayor 
Mel Couvelier about a multiplicity of committees being 
struck In the municipality whose main aim was preser¬ 
vation of the environment. 

Terms of reference for a proposed citizen advisory en¬ 
vironmental committee and the staff environment group 
committee were quite similar, he told the environment 
committee. 

“I'm concerned we're going to get too many com¬ 
mittees and very little action as a result," he said when 
opposing a motion, which carried 3-2, that the staff 
committee be asked for recommendations regarding the 
establishment of an advisory group. 

Committee chairman Aid. John Mika said the citizen 
group would serve as a sounding board and could be 
a useful addition. 

“It could assist aldermen to make tough decisions in 
such a highiy-subjective area as environmental issues," he 
said. 

I In other business: 

• Aldermen agreed to recommend to council that an 
approach be made to B.C. Hydro to provide bus service 
in the Gordon Head-Shelbourne Street area. 

George Moyes. 4379 Shelbourne. pointed out that the 
northern part of Shelbourne—from Kenmorc to Mount 
Douglas Park — and parts of Cedar Hill Road are without 
bus service. 


Ripoff rebaters 
notably absent 


If you ask Better Business 
Bureau manager William 
Tindall, the best thing about 
the classified section in news¬ 
papers these days is the ab¬ 
sence of ads offering income 
tax rebates. 

In previous years, by the 
beginning of February, there 
were usually half a dozen ads 
promising “cash on the spot” 
for income lax claims. Year 
after year, the practice of 
tax-rebating came under at¬ 
tack but nothing was done 
about it. 

Last March, however, the

Saanich in tangle 
over tree-cutting 


Angry tree-lovers Monday forced 
Saanich's environment committee to 
review a proposed tree-cutting bylaw. 

The bylaw, which would ensure that 
no one cut down any large tree without 
(he consent of the municipality, will be 
reviewed by municipal staff, aldermen 
decided after being accused of threaten¬ 
ing the rights of the ordinary citizen in 
their efforts to stop “wanton destruc¬ 
tion of trees by developers." 

Saanich has tried persuasion, without 
much success, planner David Harper 
said. 

Efforts to get developers and the pub¬ 
lic generally to recognize mature trees 
as "valuable community assets" had 
resulted in no significant lessening of 
unnecessary tree-cutting, he said. 

The bylaw would apply to all proper¬ 
ties over 8,456 square feet which are 
outside the agricultural land reserve, 
and to any property within 48.8 feet of a 
stream, lake or watercourse. 

Cordova Bay Association president 
Robert Wolstencroft said the bylaw 
would result in increased bureaucracy 
and was an “uncalled for invasion of the 
rights of property owners.” 

Another Cordova Bay resident ex¬ 
pressed surprise that council would not 
be burning the midnight oH finding ways 
to cut taxes rather than “finding ways 
to punish the average person for what 
developers have done.” 

Mrs. W.T. McLaughlin, 5460 Fowler,

said she needed to cut trees on hir 
property to heat her home and was 
“amazed" such a bylaw would be dis¬ 
cussed when energy costs were so high. 

Patrick Harkness, '4918 Prospect 
Ave.. suggested the concept could best 
be handled through the Capital Region 
District as such an idea should be uni¬ 
versal and not discriminate against 
Saanich residents. 

The B.C. Forest Service should be 
asked to consider possible involvement 
in the enforcement of such a con 
cept, he said. 

Harkness proposed that a bylaw be 
drafted requiring a cutting plan to be 
submitted to Saanich before tree-cut¬ 
ting on any properties defined In the 
bylaw. This, he said, would allow more 
flexibility and still give council the con¬ 
trol It needed. 

Harper assured aldermen that ex¬ 
cluding properties under 4,456 square 
feet would exclude about 90 per cent of 
homeowners in the municipality. 

“There has been active logging car¬ 
ried on the municipality quite recent¬ 
ly," he said. “Timber has keen taken 
off acres of property by Idggers and 
people doing It for profit." 

The bylaw would be administered 
jointly by the parks department and the 
inspection branch. Anyone feeling that a 
permit had been wrongfully denied 
would be able to appeal the decision to 
council within 30 days.

Cry stars strong 


The latest structural assessment of the 
Crystal Garden indicates that restoration 
work on the building won't exceed the origi¬ 
nal $2 million price tag. 

That's the word from David Hambleton, 
the architect-in charge of the project. 

Hambleton said Monday the structure of 
the building was much stronger than had 
first been anticipated. The steel girders, for 


instance, could be cleaned with wire 
brushes, eliminating the necessity for re¬ 
moving and sandblasting them. 

Only a few badly-corroded steel beams, he 
said, would have to be replaced. 

Hambleton said he was certain the res¬ 
toration work could be kept within the $2 
million budget allocated by the provincial 
government. 


passed legislation limiting to 
15 per cent the fee a tax 
rebater can charge for his 
service. 

That means, a person can 
get 85 per cent of his income 
lax rebate immediately — if 
he can find a tax rebater.

He said he suspected that 
some deals were also still 
being made in bars, but 
added that practice would be 
pretty difficult to control. 

Tindall said the Better 
Business Bureau was aware 
that a a few small bookkeep¬ 
ing firms in Victoria were 
still offering a rebate service, 
adding that “that’s quite ben¬ 
eficial for the comrtiunity.” 


Now bring on 
the greenery 

Esquimau's controversial two-storey potting shed is 
going to be masked by trees, council decided Monday 
night. 

But it will take some time before the structure in Kins¬ 
man Gorge Park Is shielded by foliage, as council reject¬ 
ed the purchase of $500 mature trees but did agree to 
re paint it and grow vines. 

The stucco building has caused almost as much con¬ 
troversy for council as the once boisterous and now de¬ 
funct Bacchanalia Cabaret. It appeared while most of the 
aldermen were away last September at the Union of 
B.C. Municipalities convention. Although councillors had 
approved the $20,000 expenditure In the recreation commis¬ 
sion's budget last year, none of them, including the two 
aldermen on the commission, were aware that the building 
was two-storeys high. 

A vocal delegation of residents was unable to persuade 
Mayor Arthur Young to remove the top storey but one 
alderman, Conrad Lundgren made a single-storey shed an 
election promise. He continues to vote against recom 
mendations that maintain the two-storey structure.

Canadian econom y same 
say. OECD, forecasters 
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Outlook better 



PARIS (Reuter) — Eco¬ 
nomic experts of the Organi¬ 
zation for Economic Ovpper- 
ation and Development 
(OECD) have revised, their 
forecasts for this year -and 
now say the main non-Com- 
munist industrial countries 
will be in a better financial 
position and economic 
growth will be a little faster 
than previously predicted. 

But they also predict that 
growth will be painfully slow 
and that the 24 OECD mem¬ 
ber-countries an still likely 
to have a large combined bal- 
ance-of-payments deficit 

The experts here in the sec¬ 
retariat of the OECD wam 
that the industrialized world 
faces a critical economic sit¬ 
uation this year. They have 
called for urgent action to 
expand economies in order to 
escape from uncertainty 
since the recession of the 
early 1070s. 

Informed sources said 
Monday that the major West¬ 
ern industrial countries, in¬ 
cluding Canada and the Unit¬ 
ed States, are expected to 
have a combined balance-of- 
payments deficit of $18 billion 
to $20 billion this year, $2 
billion to $5 billion less than 
forecast earlier. 

They said the expected 
lower deficit in OECD coun¬ 
tries is mainly a result of the 
decision of the oil-exporting 
countries not to raise oil 
prices. 

In Its December outlook, 
the OECD secretariat fore¬ 
cast an over-all 1078 deficit of 
between $22 billion and $23 
billion but this figure was 
based on the assumption that 
oil prices would rise about 
five per cent. The over-all 
deficit last year was $30 
billion. 

A new secretariat estimate 
of growth prospects puts 
likely OECD growth at slight¬ 
ly more than four per cent, 
compared with a forecast of 
3.3 per cent in December, the 
sources added. 

There has also been some 
Improvement in the employ¬ 
ment situation in the OECD 
area since the December out¬ 
look was prepared, but this 
was mainly in the United 
States. 

There was little change In 
the forecast for Canada, 
which is expected to have a 
deficit of $4 billion. 

The U.S. balance-of-pay- 
ments deficit is expected to 
be closer to last year’s esti¬ 
mated figure of $17.5 billion 
rather than the $19.25-billion 
figure forecast in December 
because of frozen oil prices 
and Increased oil supplies 
from Alaska, the sources 
said. Fears over that coun¬ 
try’s deficit were a major 
cause of the U.S. dollar's 
weakness last year. 


Growth in the United States 
is expected to be about five 
per cent this year, up from 
the 4.25-per-cent figure origi¬ 
nally forecast. 

But capital outflows from 
the United States are causing 
concern, the sources said. 
Last year, official external 
dollar holdings rose by about 
$35 billion, with only about 
$20 billion of this accounted 
for by the payments deficit 
and associated outflows.

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Fluoride danger issue Thursday 


‘Utopia, doom ’

Canadian and United 
States officials will meet 
Thursday to discuss a fluo¬ 
ride pollution problem that in 
20 years has turned a self- 
sustaining agricultural so¬ 
ciety into a welfare society. 

Cornwall Island. Ont., is in 
the St. Lawrence River about 
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a mile from aluminum plants 
in New York state that re¬ 
lease millions of pounds of 
fluoride pollutants annually. 

Fluoride pollution is 
seriously affecting the health 
of the residents of Cornwall 
Island, two Chicago medical 
doctors said in a report last 
week that forced Indian Af¬ 
fairs Minister Hugh Faulkner 
to announce the meeting be¬ 
tween external affairs and 
the U.S. state department. 

The two doctors. Bertram 
Carnow and Shirley Conibear 
of the University of Illinois’ 
Lincoln School of Public 
Health, said the fluoride pol¬ 
lution must cease immedi¬ 
ately. 

Cattle on the island are 
stunted and sickly and the 
fish are contaminated. 

Respiratory infections are 
frequent among schoolchil¬ 
dren and teachers at the is¬ 
land school said the students 
appear to be irritable, hy¬ 
peractive and suffering 
chronic fatigue. 

The Carnow-Conibear re¬ 
port called for a major study 
to determine the extent of 
damage to human health. 

The doctors said 25 million 
pounds of fluoride have drift¬ 
ed over or dropped on the 
island since 1959, when a 
Reynolds Aluminum smelter 
began operating about a mile 
away in nearby New York 
state. 

Fluoride is a poslonous by¬ 
product of the manufacture 
of aluminum and excessive 
fluoride in humans can cause 
crippling bone disease, respi¬ 
ratory problems, thyroid 
problems and other ailments. 

Some fluorides combine 
with water to form hydro¬ 
fluoric acid, highly toxic to 
vegetation. 

The Carnow-Conibear re¬ 
port closely follows a secret 
Alcan Smelters and Chemi¬ 
cals Ltd. report released last 
week that links extreme for¬ 
est damage in the Kitimat 
Valley to fluoride. 

Carnow was the project 
director of a health study of 
workers at the Alcan plant in 
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Kitimat last year that said 
500 workers showed-symp¬ 
toms of the bone disease 
fluorosis, from exposure to 
fluoride. 

The Alcan smelter in Kiti¬ 
mat releases 8,000 pounds of 
fluoride a day, or about three 
million pounds a year. 

There are no federal regu¬ 
lations for hydrogen fluoride 
emissions from aluminum 
plants. 

The federal environment 
ministry is now considering 
non-mandatory objectives for 
hydrogen fluoride. 

In B.C.. provincial regula¬ 
tions allow the Kitimat smelt¬ 
er. under a pollution control 
branch permit, to produce 10 
pounds of fluoride for each 
ton of aluminum produced, or 
8,000 pounds of fluoride a day. 

Occupational and environ¬ 
mental health spokesman for 
the smelter's union in Kit- 
mat, Jim Brisebois, said that 
the Canadian government 
“almost seems not to care" 
about the people on Cornwall 
Island. 

Lawrence Francis, chief of 
the 4,200 Mohawks who live 
on or near Cornwall Island, 
said industrial pollution had 
crippled the reserve agricul¬ 
ture economy, changed life¬ 
styles and injured human 
health. 

Francis said that In 20 
years he had seen the island 
turn from a self-sustained 
society to a welfare society. 

He said he had noticed that 
there were fewer men In their 
30s and 40s playing lacrosse 
regularly, and there had been 
a higher Incidence of young 
men suffering broken bones 
during lacrosee games.

tic port to serve as a floating 
hotel in Kuwait at a cost of 
about $4 million, officials re¬ 
port. They said the refitted 
Liberian-registered ship 
would have luxury cabins, a 
restaurant, a telephone 
switchboard with 450 exten¬ 
sions, closed-circuit televi¬ 
sion, 250 TV sets and com¬ 
plete air conditioning and 
drainage systems.

There are no longer any 
partridge on the island.

Martin injury sparks helmet question 


BUFFALO (AP) - When 
Rick Martin's head hit the ice 
in last weejt's New York 
Rangers-Buffalo Sabres 
game, an old question was 
revived: Should protective 
helmets be mandatory in the 
National Hockey League. 

Although Martin, the 
Sabres' High-scoring winger, 
went into convulsions, the in¬ 
jury was not as serious as 
first feared. He suffered a 
concussion and will miss a 
little more than a week of 
play. 

But if he had been wearing 
a helmet, the spill probably 
wouldn'l have even fazed 
him. 


“The league's position has 
been and is right now that the 
wearing of a helmet is up to 
the individual,” said NHL 
president John Zeigler. 

Zeigier added, however, 
that helmets are required in 
all amateur leagues and that 
the NHL trend is toward 
wider use of helmets. 

“They're required amateur 
equipment now and players 
are wearing them from the 
time they begin to play right 
through junior. So through 
the process of evolution, 
more and more will be using 
them More players are 
wearing them now than two 
years ago." 


Some players say helmets 
cut down on the peripheral 
vision, or the added weight on 
their head affects them. And 
no doubt some players dis¬ 
dain helmets for vanity's 
sake, preferring to display 
their facial featurea and 
flowing hair to the fans. 

“A lot of players don't like 
to wear them because they 
don't look good,” said Sabre 
Jim Lorentz. After getting 62 
stitches for a head injury 
three years ago. he decided 
he would sacrifice esthetics 
for safety. 

“1 tried one out and wore It 
a few times in the exhibition 
season, but it was hard get¬ 


ting used to.” said Sabres 
winger Rene Robert. “It 
seemed to impair my sense of 
awareness and bothered my 
peripheral vision. When I was 
wearing one. I’d have to look 
around when 1 was skating 
faat with the puck and if I 
heard footsteps, I would 
dump it in the corner,” Ro¬ 
bert said. 

Gary McAdam, a young 
winger, explained simply 
why he wears a helmet: “You 
can get away with a broken 
arm. but a broken head is 
something else.” 

Team captain Danny Gare 
Is a longtime believer in 
wearing helmets. 


“I've always looked at 
them as part of the equip¬ 
ment. During the game, I get 
hit on the top of the head with 
a stick at least a few times. 

“It doesn't hinder me in 
any way. Your face is wide 
open and there’s nothing to 
obstruct your vision.” 

Defenceman Jerry Korab 
has used a helmet off and on 
but said Martin's injury was 
enough to persuade him to 
keep it on. 

“I didn't wear it early this 
season, but everybody start¬ 
ed asking why 1 didn't wear 
It, so I put it back on. After 
what happened to Rico. I'm 
not going to take it oft.” 


TORONTO (CP) —Two in¬ 
ternational rule changes 
have been proposed at a 
meeting of top hockey offi¬ 
cials in Montreal. Miroslav 
Subrt, vice-president of the 
International Ice Hockey 
Federation, said Monday. 

Subrt. who also is vice-pre¬ 
sident of the Czechoslovak 
Ice Hockey Federation, was 
joined at the meeting by rep¬ 
resentatives of the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Associa¬ 
tion, the National Hockey 
League, the Amateur Hockey 
Association of the United 
States and the NHL Players 
Association. 

Subrt said the rule 
changes—involving icing the 
puck and fighting—will be 
submitted to the IIHF 
Congress at the world cham¬ 
pionships in Prague, and if 
they are accepted, they will 
implemented at the start of 
the 1978-79 season. 

In international hockey, 
fighting is penalized with a 
match penalty and the of¬ 
fending player's team is 
forced to play shorthanded 
for 10 minutes The recom¬ 
mendation calls for a flve-ml- 
nute major to the team and a 
game misconduct tor the 
combatants. 

“We realized it was too se¬ 
vere apenalty to have a team 
play shorthanded for 10 mi¬ 
nutes.” Subrt said. “The ref¬ 
erees are aware of it and 
that'a why they were so re¬ 
luctant to call it.” 

Subrt said the rule for 
match penalties for deliber¬ 
ate injury was also adjusted. 
In the past, the offending 
player was thrown out with a 
match penalty and his team 
had to play shorthanded for 
10 minutes. Under the recom¬ 
mendation, the team will 
play short for 10 minutes only 
if the player is injured. 

If the attempt is made but 
the opposing player is not In¬ 
jured. the penalty to the team 
will be five minutes, Subrt 
said. 


The Icing recommendation 
conforms to the present NHL 
standard—that a player must 
touch the puck before the 
whistle is blown dead on a 
puck shot from one side of the 
centre line over the opposing 
team’s goal line. 


The new recommendation 
would only apply to senior 
and junior hockey while 
minor hockey would stay 
with the present international 
rule—the whistle being blown 
as soon as the puck crosses 
the goal line.

Barrett seeks Pennock facts 


Esquimau appears ready 
to reverse an earlier decision 
which rejected financial par¬ 
ticipation in a grant-vetting 
committee required by the 
Inter-Municipal Committee. 

Mayor Art Young warned 
during committee of the 
whole Monday that the eva¬ 
luation of grant requests 
from community groups was 
now the prime function of the 
IMC and that If Esquimau 
wasn't prepared to share in 
its function then the whole 
purpose of the committee 
was undermined. 

Aid. Jim McEvay, also 
chairman of the IMC, was 
absent when council rejected 
participation In the commit¬ 
tee last month. He said the 
only alternative to not parti¬ 
cipating would he to turn the 
grant distribution over to the 
regional board where Individ¬ 
ual councils could have no 
' direct Input. 

"If we’re too cheap to 


spend $265 96 (Esquimau's 
share In the cost of an inde¬ 
pendent committee) to get a 
good Job done at the Inter- 
Municipal Committee then 
that's poor economy," he 
said. 

Young said he was pre¬ 
pared to call a special meet¬ 
ing of council to reconsider 
.participation depending upon 
‘the willingness of the other 
municipalities to join the 
scheme. Victoria has already 
agreed to take part and Saan¬ 
ich considers It tonight. 

In other committee busi¬ 
ness, council agreed to pre¬ 
pare a bylaw raising Its sa¬ 
laries by four per cent syhlch 
finance committee chairman 
AM. Barry Gilbert said was 
the same recently given the 
municipality’s Canadian 
Union of Public Employees 
staff. The aldermen's and 
mayor's Increases under the 
bylaw still to be debated are 
not to he retroactive to Jan. 1. 


Nanaimo hospital 

‘Flimsy excuse’ 
broke off talks 


Jack Gerow. secretary- 
business manager of the Hos¬ 
pital Employees’ Union, ac¬ 
cused Nanaimo Regional 
General Hospital administra¬ 
tor Gordon Frith Monday of 
using a “flimsy" excuse to 
dodge an "explosive" labor 
situation at his hospital. 

“The last time we had this 
problem he was away on va¬ 
cation. This time he misinter¬ 
prets a legitimate news story 
and uses it as a flimsy excuse 
for breaking off discussions." 
Gerow said. 

“In doing so, he is not fac¬ 
ing up to what is really an 
explosive situation in the hos 

pilal." 

During the weekend the 
hospital issued a statement 
saying it had suspended talks 
aimed at resolving “alleged" 
problems in the housekeeping 
department because an HEU 
member had made “erron¬ 
eous” statements. 

Involved are complaints of 
housekeeping department 
employees about work condi¬ 
tions imposed by one of the 
supervisory housekeepers. A 
dispute over the same man 
last October led to a two-day 
sit-in by department employ¬ 
ees. The sit-in ended after a 
Labor Relations Board hear¬ 
ing at the hospital. 

In its statement during the 
weekend, the hospital said an 
HEU member had made un¬ 
true claims that job descrip¬ 
tions and hours or work were 
being changed arbitrarily, 
that doctors' sick slips were 
being rejected as proof of

illness, and that power clean¬ 
ing equipment was being 
locked up to force use of 
manual cleaning operations 
In some cases. 

A Colonist story last week 
referred to these incidents as 
being Involved in the dispute 
at the time of the sit-in. A 
union spokesman in Nanaimo 
said the general problem in¬ 
volving the supervisory em¬ 
ployee had not been cleared 
up. 

The hospital said It was 
asking the LRB to hold new 
heatings into the matter. 

However, Gerow said hos¬ 
pital Industry trouble shooter 
R. Nell Monroe had already 
agreed to enter the picture. 
He havarranged to meet with 
both sides at Nanaimo Thurs¬ 
day in an attempt to find a 
solution to something the 
union says could flare into 
another sit-in —one that 
might Involve more than the 
one department this time 

Monroe's terms of refer¬ 
ence givfe him the right to 
submit written recommenda¬ 
tions for settlement within 
five days. His recommenda¬ 
tions are not binding. 


The last Increase came in 
1076 when the mayor's salary 
was set at $7,872 annually 
while aldermen received $3.- 
288 . 

During the regular council 
portion of the meeting, coun¬ 
cil voted to allot between $50, 
000 and $60,000 in this year's 
budget as Esquimau’s share 
of a new police radio system, 
along with Oak Bay and Vic¬ 
toria. At the same time, coun¬ 
cil agreed that Its fire and 
safety committee should 
meet with the police board to 
determine where costs could 
be reduced by participation 
in the system. 

Council also endorsed a 
planning committee recom¬ 
mendation to prepare a 
bylaw reducing the density of 
both the 600 and 800-block Ad¬ 
mirals Road from multiple 
dwellings to duplex. The- 
downzoning brings those 
areas In line with Esqui¬ 
mau's community plan. 

Both areas were subjects of 
separate bylaws in the spring 
of 1076 which downzonea con¬ 
siderable property through¬ 
out the munclpallty. Both 
were defeated as they failed 
to meet the two-thirds major¬ 
ity required for passage. 
Young and Aid. Conrad 
Lundgren had to absent 
themselves from one of the 
votes each because of their 
residency. The aldermen who 
opposed all three downzoning 
bylaws are no longer on 
council.

Speaker Ed Smith had “no 
further comment” thla week 
on his decision to appoint 
Barbara Pennock to the tem¬ 
porary staff of Auditor-Gen¬ 
eral Erma Morrison. 

Opposition leader David 
Barrett said he was not Im¬ 
plying any wrongdoing by the 
appointment of Pennock, for¬ 
mer cabinet appointee to 
Smith’s staff and a close 
friend of the Speaker. “But I 
think we are entitled to a 
clear explanation as to how a 
former political appointee 
got a job in such a sensitive 
position," Barrett said. 


"Was it stupid or deliberate 
— or both?” , 

Smith has admitted hiring 
Pennock on a temporary 
basis. She was one of three 
people hired by Smith to get 
the auditor-general's depart 
ment rolling before the arriv¬ 
al of Mrs. Morrison from New 
Brunswick. 

Under the Auditor-Gener¬ 
al’s Act, Mrs. Morrison has 
the right to hire and fire her 
own staff. She has started an 
investigation into the teni- 
porary appointment of Pen¬ 
nock. 

Morrison said she had no 
reason to doubt the loyalty of 


Pennock during her term of 
employment. 

Pennock worked in the 
Speaker’s office until Dec. 

1976 when she left govern 
ment employ until August. 

1977 when she received her 
first temporary appointment 
to the auditor-general's of¬ 
fice. She worked on a tem¬ 
porary basis until October 
and Was then re-hired as 
temporary help in No¬ 
vember. The second appoint¬ 
ment is effective until the end 
of March 

Asked if he was calling for 
the dismissal of Pennock or 
the resignation of Smith, the 


NDP leader said all he was 
asking for was “a full expla¬ 
nation . , we want to know 
who made the decision." 

Smith was in Victoria Mon¬ 
day after a visit to his Fort St. 
John home to attend his 
mother’s funeral. He attend¬ 
ed his office briefly, then was 
unavailable for comment. 

NDP House leader William 
King (Revelstoke-Slocan) 
said he felt Pennock should 
be removed from her job Im¬ 


mediately to remove any sus¬ 
picions. but Mrs. Morrison 
indicated she would be con¬ 
tent to wait for the outcome 
of her Investigation.

Chief Robert Peterson and 
Jocelyn Gifford, a UVic lec¬ 
turer who also, works at The 
Law Centre, have discussed 
the idea of a followup pro¬ 
gram in which a social work¬ 
er, psychdlogist or counsellor 
can work hand-in-hand with 
police. 

The idea is to copy pilot 
projects which they feel have 
gained success in London, 
Ont., Regina and Surrey. 

London's program, for In¬ 
stance, has been going on for 
more than five years, Re¬ 
gina’s for more than two 
years and the Surrey project; 
in conjunction with the Uni¬ 
fied Family Court, is the 
newest one. 

Each has a social service 
worker who can respond 
within minutes of notification 
of domestic trouble. Police 
attend first, make sure the 
parties are sufficiently 
cooled down and everything 
is safe before the social work¬ 
er comes In for crisis Inter¬ 
vention counselling. 

Peterson admitted that the 
idea was still in an embryonic 
stage but said he would like to 
discuss it with other police 
organizations in Greater Vic¬ 
toria to see if he has any 
support. He said, however, he 
will definitely ask the B.C. 
Police Commission to exam¬ 
ine it with a view to starting 
an experimental project. 

"I have the gut feeling it is 
necessary," Peterson said. 

He said the message came 
trough loud and clear at a 
family violence seminar he 
attended at UVic late last 
year that there were some 
inadequacies In this respect. 
What he was looking for was 
a stop-gap arrangement 
whereby a group of people 
could work with those in

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At present, Petersow con¬ 
tinued, police only have time 
to pacify and make sure 
there Is no likelihood the 
problem will continue.

“We should call in profes¬ 
sional help. We haven't re¬ 
ceived the level of training 
that qualified counsellors or 
social workers have.” 

Not only that, Peterson 
added, but police don't have 
the time to deal with the prob¬ 
lem in the long term. They 
have too many other duties to 
perform. 

Supporting the idea, Mrs. 
Gifford pointed out that no 
emergency shelter is avail¬ 
able currently in Greater 
Victoria. She said that s(hiie 
Transition House could be 
considered as such, it was 
usually full and could not 
take people in the middle 
of the night or on weekends 
Peterson emphasized that 
most domestic problems 
arise after 5 p.m. or on week¬ 
ends, when social service 
agencies are closed and the 
kind of assistance needed 
isn't available. 

What are available. Mrs. 
Gifford suggested, are Tfie 
Law Centre, family court, 
and a few counselling re¬ 
sources. 

The Law Centre will help 
both parties in a domestic 
dispute get legal information 
and short-term crisis coun¬ 
selling. 

Family court will help vic¬ 
tims get peace bonds and re¬ 
straining orders. Also avail¬ 
able are four family counsel¬ 
lors for the total population of 
the area. She called the situa¬ 
tion grossly understaffed for 
the work it was attempting to 
do. The family court re¬ 
sources, she said, also placed 
a priority on dealing with Ju¬ 
venile delinquency to the det¬ 
riment of the family prob¬ 
lems.

phasiz’ed that the staff and 
others who work there main¬ 
tain a very low profile. They 
try’ to avoid the Institutional 
or mother Image as much as 
possible and let the occupants 
of the house feel they are 
running the house with the 
knowledge there is always 
help a phone call away. Thqt 
knowledge is reassuring to 
the women because there 
have been occasions when 
staff members have had to 
call police to remove an irate 
husband from the premises 
or from threatening them 
from the outside. 

Whether anyone In Victoria 
believes it or nut. there is a 
great deal of domestic vio¬ 
lence in the Greater Victoria 
area. Transition House has 
been the temporary home for 
wives of millionaire business¬ 
men. doctors, and church 
ministers, as well as blue-col¬ 
lar workers. 

On the average, six fami¬ 
lies make use of the four-bed¬ 
room house every month. 
They get one week’s room 
and board free, no questions 
asked. After that, a financial 
assessment Is made at a dis¬ 
trict human resources office 
and. if the woman is judged 
financially able to pay. up to 
$10 a day may be charged. So 
far. none of the women has 
been so judged. 

The objectives of the staff 
are simple: help the battered 
woman start on the road to¬ 
ward a new life by getting her 
circulating in the communi¬ 
ty 

The staff takes no position 
on whether the woman and 
her children should separate 
or reunite with her husband 
or boyfriend. They let her de¬ 
cide. They estimate 25 per 
cent end up returning to their 
homes. 

House rules are fairly 
straightforward and easy to 
follow. Food, linen and clean¬ 
ing supplies are provided. 
Guests must do their own 
cooking, keep their own 
rooms clean, take turns 
cleaning other parts of the 
house, and not have pets, al¬ 
cohol or non-prescribed

drugs in the house at any 
time. 

They may go out In the 
evenings but may not have 
any male visitors unless ap¬ 
proved by a staff member. 

Women who have had to 
stay at Transition House 
have ranged in age from 16 to 
75 and all have been victims 
of violence and are in an ex¬ 
tremely frightened or wor¬ 
ried state of mind. 

• 

While Stuy (not her real 
name) may not be a typical 
guest at Transition House, 
she may be a good example of 
the abuse a woman takes 
from a man before she gets 
away from the beatings and 
the violence. 

Suzy is a 22-year-old from 
Alberta who finally couldn't- 
take the physical abuse any 
longer and ended up at Tran¬ 
slation House. 

It was only after her third 
severe beating in her 2)£- 
year marriage that she de¬ 
cided she had had enough, 
packed up her I6month-old 
boy and personal belongings, 
and drove 24 hours straight 
north from California to Seal 
tie on Dec. 11. 

She came to Victoria where 
she had a girlfriend and was 
referred to Transition House 
by a human resources work 
er. 

Her story is similar to those 
of many women who end up 
at Transition House, a story 
of beatings and abuse until it 
became unbearable. The only 
difference here is that Suzy 
probably got smart much

sooner than most and Is able 
to start a fresh Ufa here with¬ 
out too much fear her hus¬ 
band will come looking for 
her. 

To Suzy. it toolt three 
stages before she finally de¬ 
cided she had it. 

“First there’s love, then 
there’s hate, then there’s 
nothing,” she said. She had 
known her husband about 
nine months before they were 
married and had lived with 
him. There was no sign of 
physical violence then, but it 
began shortly after they were 
married. 

The first "big fight" came 
about a year after they were 
married. She admitted that 
he had struck her before, but 
the slaps and the black eyes 
up to then were "nothing, 
really.” 


He was a Vietnam veteran 
and a psychology major and 
she was working to support 
him by doing some bookkeep¬ 
ing and cocktail waltresslng. 

The second fight was a 
nightmare, Suzy recalled. It 
happened when she waa 
seven months pregnant. He 
locked her in the house, she 
said, and although she de¬ 
clined to go Into details, she 
did say her ordeal lasted until 
7 the next morning. 

He felt Jealous and three 
tened by the unborn child, 
Suzy suggested, and that feel¬ 
ing never disappeared. 

Suzy said he also believed 
in keeping women in their 
place. 

The final beating came on 
Dec. 30. when he was drink¬ 


ing and at the same time 
using the drug Ritalin, which 
he administered by needle. 
This time, the beating took 
place In the patio of their 
apartment complex, in front 
of a number of other tenants. 

It proved too much for 
Suzy. 

• After the gruelling drive to 
Seattle, where she stayed 
with a friend, she rested for 
two days before making her 
way to Victoria. She knew her 
husband wouldn't think of 
looking for her here because 
he probably thought she 
would head back to Alberta. 

Because her husband was 
black, Suzy now has strong 
feelings against all black peo¬ 
ple, believing them all to be 
the same way. She quickly 
added, however, that she 
would never let those feelings 


be known to her son, whom 
‘she loves and calls hers, with 
out any reference to her hus¬ 
band. 

Staff members who were 
present during the interview 
pointed out to Suzy that she 
wgs generalizing too much 
against one race. 

While she did not extend 
that view to all men, she was 
positive that “95 times out of 
100, If a man hits a woman 
once, he'll do it again.” 

Right now. she’s planning 
to take a bartending course at 
Camosun College so she can 
support herself and her son. 

She’s one of the luckier 
ones because she has youth 
and a positive attitude on her 
side as she wipes all but her 
boy from the past and starts 
with a relatively clean slate. 


Divorce stud y 
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Men can recover faster

Many people have become 
concerned about the climbing 
divorce rate — which now 


sees marriages end for two 
million American couplet a 
year. 

Morton and Bernice Hunt 
of New York are two writers 


who have devoted much at¬ 
tention to divorce. They were 
asked why during a tour to 
promote their new book. The 
Divorce Experience. 



“Because each of us was 
divorced (he twice and she 
once) before we married 
each other," Morton said, 
-and because almost every¬ 
body we know has gotten a 
divorce. So many of them 
don’t really know what’s hap 
pening to them,” Bernice 
added. 

Morton'a active interest 
dates back before their mar 
riage of six years to 1966 
when he wrote a book. The 
World of the Formerly Mar¬ 
ried. 

“There's been a veritable 
revolution in the last 12 years 
in what people feel when they 
go through a divorce and how 
it affects them," Morton ex¬ 
plained. 

So In November and De¬ 
cember of 1976, the Hunts 
sent out comprehensive ques 
tionnaires to 1.000 divorced 
people which they aupple- 
menled with another 200 per 
sonal interviews. 

They found out some things 
which surprised them: 

• Almost none of some 
things questioned said they 
wanted to marry to avoid the 
stigma of being a divorced 
person, whereas a few years 
ago this would have been a 
prime reason for remar¬ 
riage. - 

• More men than women 
seemed to feel absolute hope 
lessness in the weeks im 
mediately following the di 
vorce, especially if there 
were children involved. But. 
while men tended to be the 
hardest hit Initially, they re¬ 
covered faster than women. 

• Instead of the wife run 
ning home to mother, it was 
the young men (usually 
under 25) who ran home to 
mother in a divorce. The wife 
stayed pul and took advan 
tage of Aid to Department 
Children or other welfare 
programs.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) - Sweden's 
fertility rate fit's fallen so low the native 
population is no longer producing enough 
babies to replenish itself. 

Paradoxically, the average Swede thinks 
the ideal number of children per family is 
nearly twice what It is today. 

Jan Trost, associate professor at Uppsala 
University’s Institute of Sociology, thinks 
the reason the birth rate is sinking may be 
because birth control has become so com¬ 
mon in Sweden. 

In 1977, Sweden's birth rate reached its 
lowest level since record-keeping began in 
1749. The number of births recorded was 
96,000 or 11.6 births per 1,000 Inhabitants, 
down from the previous low of 12.0 set in 
1976. 

According to a report from the Central 
Bureau of Statistics the downward trend is 
continuing. 

Looking at the figures from another angle, 
the fertility rate—the number of children 
per family—reached 1.6. Forecasters at the 
Central Bureau of Statistics say a fer¬ 
tility rate of 2.1 is needed for the population 
to continue reproducing itself. 

When Trost’s team of researchers asked a 
sample of Swedes 18 to 45 what they 
thought was the ideal number of children 
per family, half said three and half said two. 

Asked what they thought were the obsta¬ 
cles to having more children than people In 
Sweden, 56 per cent said inadequate child 
care facilities. 

But the problem does not appear to be 
money. 

••In Sweden the less money you have the 
easier it is to pay for a child,” Trost said in 
an interview. Low-income and single par¬ 
ents are given priority for day care places 


and there are lots of other subsidies to help 
make ends meet. 

“We really don’t know what the reason Is 
for the decrease in the birth rate,” he said. 
“There must be many reasons because 
when you compare countries as different as 
Sweden, Italy, Denmark, Poland, Belgium 
and Switzerland you find the same low birth 
rate and the same pattern of changes over 
the past 10-15 years.” 

Although he has not yet had the chance to 
test his theory, Trost thinks Sweden’s birth 
rate is sinking because birth control has 
become a fact of life. 

“In the past, when we didn't want to have 
children we had to make a conscious deci¬ 
sion, we had to make an active move to do 
something about it—to use contraceptives,” 
he said. 

“Today, people automatically use contra¬ 
ceptives from the age of 16 which means we 
have to decide, we have to do something, to 
take some action—stop swallowing the pill 
or using the 1UD or the condom—to get 
pregnant. 

“I think lots of kids aren't getting bom 
today simply because people aren't decid¬ 
ing,” said Trost. 

Significantly, there were 33,060 abortions 
in Sweden last year, an official figure 
indicating one-fourth of all pregnancies 
were terminated by abortion. 

Despite the decline in the number of 
births, Sweden's net population actually in¬ 
creased in 1977 to 8,268,000 due to an immi¬ 
gration surplus (immigrant arrivals minus 
departures) of 23,000, the biggest since the 
peak immigration years of 1969 and 1970. 

Were it not for immigration, the popula¬ 
tion would begin decreasing in 1980, fore¬ 
casters said. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: From 
time to time I hear about a 
person who suffers from ex¬ 
cessive perspiration and my 
heart goes out to her. I notice 
it’s generally a woman. I had 
this and it literally ran down 
my arms to my waist. I went 
the whole gamut of medicine 
and doctors and treatments. 
You may believe me or not, 
but it cleared up when I quit 
smoking. 1 asked a doctor 
about it and he said It was 
probably due to the stimulant 
epinephrine. I understand 
that is In cigarets. What is 
your opinion? —Mrs. M. 

It’s an interesting point 
that others with such perspi¬ 
ration problems might want 
to take note of. 

Smoking is a known stimu¬ 
lant that can increase the 
epinephrine output of the 
adrenal gland. When that 
happens the whole system 
can be affected, including 
sweat glands. Obviously, 
some are more sensitive than 
others. 

The epinephrine (a hor¬ 
mone also known as adrena¬ 
lin) is not in the cigarets, 
however. Other stimulants 
(caffeine, for example) could 
be contributing factors in the 
phenomenon. More women 
than men complain about 
perspiration because they 
are more sensitive to it as a 
social problem.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Will a 
sauna worsen or help my 
sinus problem?

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


VAAAAAAAAAWAA.< 


St. Valentine's Day is a very special 
date In the Chestnut household, (or my 
wife and I became engaged on Feb. 14. 
We were married on May 24 — It had to 
be on a holiday, for in those depression 
days, I couldn't afford to take any 
lime off from my job. 

It became our habit to exchange 
simple gifts on our engagement anni¬ 
versary, and on one occasion, shortly 
after we had acquired our first real 
garden, Agnes presented me with a root 
of a lovely old-fashioned perennial 
plant, every flower of which Is a perfect 
Valentine — the Bleeding Heart. 

This graceful plant, Dlcentra spec 
tahills, is a native of Japan, and it has 
more nicknames and aliases than a 
bank robber. In different countries and 
districts it may be known as Dutch¬ 
man's Breeches, Lyre Flower, Widow's 
Tears, Lady-in-a-Bath, and the more ' 
common Bleeding Heart. 

The Lady-in-a-Bath name, I learned 
fairly recently, comes from the fact that 
when you pull apart the outer segments 
of the heart-shaped flower, out pops a 
tiny white lady sitting bolt-upright In an 
ornate, boat-shaped bathtub! 

Bleeding Heart is one of the first 
perennials to break ground and start 


growing In the spring, and It Isn’t long 
before it has covered Itself with its 
finely-cut, fem-llke foliage. The flowers 
are carried in arching sprays from 
which dangle a line of rosy pink heart- 
shaped lockets. The sprays last quite a 
longtime In water and provide a certain 
air of old-fashioned elegance to modern 
flower arrangements. 

The plant has a fleshy rootstock 
which thrives In almost any kind of soil 
and aspect, from a south-facing bed in 
full sun to a woodland glade receiving as 
little as three hours of sunshine per day 

I have seen it growing quite happily 
in Saanich clay and in thin, gravelly 
loam, although I suspect, from its wood¬ 
land ancestry, that it has a decided 
liking for leafmould In its planting site. 

Good drainage is a must, though, 
for in common with most of the fleshy- 
rooted plants, the Bleeding Heart will 
die from root rot If puddles are allowed 
to stand over Us roots. 

In low-lying Holland, where drain¬ 
age is always a matter of great concern, 
the commercial growers of these plants 
dig them up every fall and leave them 
on the surface, with just a spadeful of 
soil thrown over the roots to protect 


them from frost, replanting them in the 
spring when dry weather returns. 

If the Bleeding Heart has any fault 
at all, it Is therather short period of 
bloom; our first plant came into bloom 
in late May and was finished for the 
year around the middle of June, a mat¬ 
ter of about three weeks. 

Fortunately, the plant breeders 
have gone to work to correct this fleet¬ 
ing display, and have come up with a 
hybrid variety called Bountiful. This 
one blooms from May to July, after 
which It takes a short rest, then comes 
back in the fall to cover Itself again with 
is dainty locket flowers. 

Most of the garden books will tell 
you the proper way to increase your 
stock of plants Is with root cuttings — by 
cutting a length of fleshy root into two- 
inch chunks and planting them. I have 
used this method successfully with the 
oriental poppy, anchusa. seakale and 
horseradish, but in three tries with 
Bleeding Heart, not one of my root 
cuttings grew. 

I have had much better luck with 
simple division, digging up the root 
clump in March or October, dividing it 
in much the same way as with peonies, 
then replanting the pieces promptly

Miss Hamill gave the new 
sample of bad Euclidean 
logic a moment's thought, 
then dismissed it. ‘•Actual¬ 
ly,” she said, “he's a boring 
person too.” 

Such candid appraisal Is 
rare on a talk show, or any¬ 
place else these days. We live 
in the Age of the Easy Acco¬ 
lade. It is not just the Beauti¬ 
ful People, collected in a 
circle around Merv, Mike and 
Johnny who are declared to 
be fascinating. Nearly every¬ 
body is judged, in one of our 
most over used phrases, to be 
a "very special person.” 

In school and college A's 
are dispensed as B’s once 
were. Few people are aver¬ 
age. Almost nobody fails. 

The graduate opens the 
help-wanted page to find al¬ 
most every job described as 


"creative." He will begin his 
career, not as an “appren¬ 
tice” or an "office boy” but 
as an “executive trainee." 
Six weeks and he will be 
called a “junior executive.' 

By inflationary title and 
gee-whiz adjective, every¬ 
body is pronounced a suc¬ 
cess. There's simply no 
escaping. Never was the 
world so overcrowded with 
vice-presidents. The publish¬ 
ers of all the who's who vol¬ 
umes seem determined that 
nobody should be left out. 

The new premise of democ¬ 
racy is that we can all climb 
lhe ladder from our log cabin 
lo the Merv Griffin Show, If 
not the White House. And do 
we have to be reminded that 
the people in their late 20s 
and early 30s now working 
their way so eagerly up 
through The System are the 
same people who 10 years ago 
were making a master phil¬ 
osophy of dropping out? 

What a turnabout! That 
spindling-folding-mutilating 
enemy of '60s individuality, 
the working world, has be 
come the catalyst of all “vital 
personhood” (as one career- 
advocate put it). And the only 
automatically boring person 
in this world full of automati¬ 
cally fascinating people is the 
woman who does not find her 


Job — the poor despised 
“housewife." 

Once upon a time when 
North Americans lived In 
small towns and worked In 
the same job for the same 
employer ipost of their lives 
there may have been an ex¬ 
cuse for believing that If you 
went to a faraway college or 
worked in New York or trav¬ 
elled to Europe, your life — 
and you — would become au¬ 
tomatically fascinating. By 
now we should know better, if 
this sort of experience pro : 
duced fascinating people, 
your nearest American Le 
gion Post would contain more 
high dazzle than the Men 
Griffin Show, and we would 
all collect Gerald Ford's aph 
orisms like diamonds. 

Bravo. Dorothy Hamill, for 
saying in such a nicely unma 
llcious way: The emperor has 
no clothes. And while we're at 
it. maybe we should listen to 
another boring woman — no 
college, no travel, no lovers, 
no exciting job. With fine 
irony Emily Dickinson wrote 
about the pebble on the coun 
try road that "doesn't care 
about careers./ And exlgen 
t ies never fears," but "indr 
pendent as the sun,/ Associ 
ales or glows along,/ Fulfill¬ 
ing absolute decree/ In ca 
sual simplicity.” 
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• That the liquid flowing through 
our veins still contains exactly the same 
percentage of salt as the ocean we came 
from. 

• That such distinguished Ameri 
can universities as Yale, Cornell, 
Brown, and the University of Chicago 
were founded or endowed by men who 
had never attended college. 

• That on a cold day. even if the 
rest of your body is covered, as much as 
SO per cent of the heat you lose out¬ 
doors can come from your head, If you 
fail lo wear a hat or a scarf.

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HOLLYWOOD - Movie ty- 
coon David Begelmaa is still 
head of Columbia movies and 
TV but $1.3 million poorer. 

That’s not counting the $61,- 
006 he admitted embezzling 
from company funds and 
later'paid back with interest. 

Begelman weathered hts 
most critical test yet when 
the board of the parent Co¬ 
lumbia Pictures Industries 
assumed a status quo position 
three weeks ago amid rumors 
of a corporate shakeup that 
would make a better movie 
script than Network. And 
that fable of the TV industty 


almost won the best picture 
Oscar last year. 

A corporate spokesman for 
CPI in New York tersely 
railed 1'Affaire Begelman 
“unchanged” after the Jan. 
16 board meeting. The 
spokesman, under question¬ 
ing, admitted there might be 
further developments but 
would not amplify. 

That means that Begpl 
man, who describes himself 
as "my own victim," Is offi¬ 
cially reinstated to his Bur¬ 
bank posts of running the 
movie and TV divisions but 
stripped of all his corporate 
power with CPI. Before Sept. 


30 of last year, he was senior 
executive vice president and 
a director of CPI. 

Begelman, the former 
agent of Judy Garland, took 
over the shaky company four 
years ago and. with keen 
showmanship gambles that 
paid off, turned the corqpany 
around financially. 

That Is, until the vast 
media onslaught on his pec¬ 
cadilloes with the company 
till. Begelman pleaded self¬ 
destructive emotional prob¬ 
lems which he says a psy¬ 
chiatrist has since cured. 

CPI, with rare compassion 


at the corporate level, be 
lieved his story and reinstat¬ 
ed him to his filmmaking 
chores. 

Begelman, besides suffer¬ 
ing much humiliation, lost $1 
million in a bonus. He also 
lost $300,000 in warrants 
which were almost ready to 
be delivered until all the bad 
press erupted. A warrant is a 
certificate to buy stock at a 
fixed price at a later date, a 
long-term option. 

Now the guy who seems to 
be in trouble is Alai J. 
Hirschfleld. Begelman's boss 
as president and chief execu¬ 
tive officer of CPI

BOSTON (AP) - This city 
of (30.000, known for its tor 
tuous motor vehicle traffic, 
has taken on the atmosphere 
of a small European town as, 
pedestrians dominate the 
snow-covered streets.

B.C. adding six 
ecology reserves 


Environment Minister 
James Nielsen has an¬ 
nounced establishment of six 
new ecological reserves in 

B.C.. 

Nielsen said they increased 
the number in the province to 
89. and the area by 2,164 
hectares. They are at: 

• Bednesti Lake. SO kilo¬ 
metres west of Prince 
George, where land has been 
set aside to protect a larch 
swamp and sedge fern. 

• Aleza Lake. 50 kilo¬ 
metres east of Prince 
George. The reserve is to 
protect a representative 
sample of sub-boreal forest. 

• Raspberry Harbor, 110 
kilometres northwest of 


Mackenzie, to protect lodge- 
pole pines. 

• Patsuk Creek. 40 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of Macken¬ 
zie, to protect a birch forest. 

• Heather Lake, 20 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of Macken 
zie, to protect an aspen for¬ 
est. 

• Skwaha Lake. 13 kilo¬ 
metres due west of Spences 
Bridge, to protect wildflower 
meadows and forests.

Gun Control. 

Working together 
to save lives. 


The majority of Canadian gun owners 
have traditionally supported gun control in 
Canada. 

Many of these people are sports 
hunters, target shooters or collectors, and 
others use their guns to hunt or trap in order 
to support their families. Generally, they are 
Canada's responsible gun users. 

There is a small but growing group of 
people in Canada, however, who make 
criminal use of guns. For example, armed 
robberies increased 38% from 1974 to 1976. it 
is this group that the new gun control 
legislation will deal with through longer, 
mandatory prison sentences and prohibition 
powers. 

The misuse of guns is increasing as 
well. Last year approximately 300 people 
were victims of homicide with a gun. Many in 
an impulsive moment of violence among 
family members or friends. New 
court-ordered prohibitions, police search and 
seizure powers, and higher gun safety 
standards w ill reduce the needless toll of 
deaths and injuries. 

With the continued support of 
Canadians for gun control, we will reduce the 
criminal and irresponsible use of guns. 

In short, we'll be working together to 
save lives. 

“I own my own guns. How does the new Gun 
Control legislation affect me?” 

If you own only hunting rifles and you 
store them safely, it won't affect you at all. 
However, certain other guns will be either 
restricted or prohibited. Basically, all 
centre-fire semi-automatics with a barrel 
length of less than 18'/i" are now restricted 
and must be registered. Handguns have 
been restricted since 1934. Sawed-off rifles 
and shotguns, guns with silencers and fully 
automatic weapons, are now prohibited, 
except those fully automatics registered to 
collectors before January 1, 1978. 


“I'm glad you're getting tougher 
with criminals using firearms. 

W hat happens to them?” 

Anyone convicted of using a firearm 
while committing or attempting to commit a . 
criminal offense will be sent to prison for not 
less than one year and not more than 14 
years. This sentence cannot be suspended. 
As well, maximum prison sentences for 
other firearm offences have been doubled. 

“Is it true that police officers have new , 
extended search and seizure powers?” 

Yes. Police officers can now seize 
firearms without a search warrant if they 
consider them hazardous to the immediate 
safety of any individual. They will then have 
to justify the grounds for the search to a 
magistrate. 

“I now own a prohibited weapon. 

What do I do?” 

It is against the law to be in possession 
of a prohibited weapon. You should contact 
your local police as soon as possible in order 
to turn the weapon over to them or to make 
other arrangements for its disposal. Failure 
to do so could result in your being 
prosecuted. 

" What does safe handling and storage of guns 
have to do with Gun Control?” 

Last year in Canada, there were over 
120 accidental deaths due to the careless use 
of firearms. Under the new legislation, gun 
owners are responsible for the safe storage 
of their weapons. For example, if your gun 
is used in a criminal action, you could be 
charged with careless storage if such is 
decided in court. 

"My rifle is now on the restricted list. 

How do 1 register it?” 

Contact your local police immediately 
and register the gun with them. Failure to do 
so is punishable by a prison sentence of up 
to five years. 

"How do you plan on keeping guns 
out of the hands of people w ho aren't able 
to use them safely?” 

Through Firearms Acquisition 
Certificates and the courts' prohibition 
powers. The provincially administered 
F.A.C. system will come into effect January 
1. 1979. It is designed to prevent unfit and 
incompetent persons from acquiring guns. 
The new prohibition pow er allows the 
courts to take guns away from dangerous 
persons. 


“Why is Gun Control so important?'' 

Ultimately, to make Canadians safer 
from the misuse of firearms. Last year alone 
over 1.400 people were killed by guns. 

Through tighter firearms control, 
safety education and the encouragement of 
responsible gun ownership and use, we will 
be able to reduce the level of firearm 
violence. 

" I would like to learn more about the safe and 
proper use of guns, and more detail on 
restricted and prohibited weapons. Who 
should I see?”

OTTAWA (CP) — The Liberal government 
was accused Monday of patronage and outright 
sexual discrimination against a senior female 
civil servant. 

Marguerite Ritchie, vice-chairman of the 
anti-dumping tribunal for five years, said the 
Liberal cabinet ignored her qualifications last 
month when it decided to appoint David Kirk 
wood to replace retiring tribunal chairman Guy 
D'Avignon. Kirkwood was assistant deputy min¬ 
ister of transport. 

“This is a straight case of patronage on the 
basis of friends or the ‘old school tie', according 
to everything I have been told,” Ms. Ritchie 
said in a letter to the National Action Committee 
on the Status of Women made public by Jean 
Pigott (PC-Ottawa-Carleton). 

“The fact that this decision was made by 
cabinet gives it extraordinary importance. It 
means that the example can be followed ail the 
way down the line, by any petty Caesar who 
wishes to add a friend or relative to the payroll," 
she said. 

Opposition MPs went to bat for her in the 
Commons. Ed Broadbent, New Democratic 
Party leader, demanded Kirkwood's appoint¬ 
ment be rescinded and Mrs. Pigott called it a 
classic case of discrimination against women in 
the public service. 

Mrs. Pigott said D’Avignon recommended 
Ms. Ritchie for the job. Ms. Ritchie is a lawyer, 
appointed to the post by former Liberal cabinet 
minister John Turner, and Mrs. Pigott said in an 
interview she “instituted the atmosphere of a 
law court in the tribunal because of her orderly, 
legal approach." 


Killer

fight 

BELFAST (Reuter) — 
Killer squads of guerrillas 
trained to use sophisticated 
automatic weapons and sabo 
tage techniques have moved 
into Northern Ireland as part 
of a new offensive by the 
provisional Irish Republican 
Army (IRA). 

An IRA leader said in an 
interview the offensive, 
which began 11 days ago, was 
ordered by the organization's 
Dublin leadership. 

The attacks, on troops, po¬ 
licemen and members of the 
Ulster Defence Regiment 
(UDR). a part-time militia 
backing the British army in 
the province, add a new di¬ 
mension to IRA operations in 
Northern Ireland. 

For the last three months, 
ihe IRA carried out fire¬ 
bomb attacks on businesses, 
attempting to disrupt ihe 
economy, but almost ignor¬ 
ing security forces. 

However, at the start of 
this month, security forces 
became IRA targets. Police 
are concerned the new killer 
gangs may be more ruthless 
than any which have struck 
in the past, and that civilian 
casualties may be high. 

Last weekend, a 69-year 
old woman walking with her 
five grandchildren was acci¬ 
dently killed by guerrillas 
trying to machine-gun a 
group of policemen. 

A UDR reservist was ma¬ 
chine-gunned to death Tues¬ 
day, and the next day a 19- 
year-old girl and her father, 
also a UDR soldier, were 
killed when a booby-trap 
bomb blew up their car. 

IRA sources said the new 
squads, totalling about 100 
men, operate outside the tra¬ 
ditional IRA network to avoid 
the danger of betrayal. 

The men arc said to have a 
number of hideouts through¬ 
out Ulster so they can take 
cover quickly to avoid the 
massive Jpanhunts (hat fol¬ 
low guerrilla attacks. 

The guerrillas have been 
trained in the use of the new 
M-60U.S. machlnegun. which 
has been smuggled in from 
Europe. Experts say the 
weapon is superior tv guns 
used by British troops sta¬ 
tioned in Northern Ireland. 

The squads also have been 
trained in the manufacture 
and use of booby-trap bombs. 
British security forces be¬ 
lieve the training was by an 
expert who had served either 
with the U.S. or British army-.

South-West Africa: 


WINDHOEK (AP) — The 
South African government 
has introduced major racial 
reforms in South-West Afri¬ 
ca. or Namibia, that it firmly 
rejects in its own racially di¬ 
vided land. 

Blacks and whiles mix ca¬ 
sually on the dance floors of 
Windhoek's discotheques. 
The apartheid signs have 
been removed from public 
buildings. Most hotels and 
restaurants have gone multi¬ 
racial. 

“If things go well and inde¬ 
pendence comes peacefully, 
I'm going to take out Nami¬ 


bian citizenship," says a 
white South African who has 
worked here for eight years. 
“Things are far more relaxed 
here and the future looks 
brighter than it does back 
home." 

This former German colo¬ 
ny of 900.000 blacks and 100,- 
000 whites, which South Afri¬ 
ca has controlled since 1915 
despite mounting interna¬ 
tional opposition, is slated for 
independence by Dec. 31. 

In preparation for that, the 
five Western members of the 
UN Security Council—the 
United Stales, Britain, 


France, West Germany and 
Canada—are trying to negoti¬ 
ate a peaceful settlement be¬ 
tween South Africa and the 
South-West African People's 
Organization (SWAPO), 
which is fighting a guerrilla 
war along the northern bor¬ 
der with Angola. 

Meanwhile, almost all re¬ 
strictions on political move¬ 
ments have been abolished. 
Even SWAPO is allowed to 
have an office in Windhoek 
and to campaign for the pro¬ 
mised elections. 

The pass laws used in South 
Africa to control the move-

ment of blacks have been lift¬ 
ed here. 

A national education sys¬ 
tem for all races, demanded 
by blacks In South Africa and 
repeatedly refused. Is on the 
drawing boards. 

Prohibitions against inter¬ 
racial sex relations and mar¬ 
riage have been removed. 
But In the confusion of transi¬ 
tion, there are inconsisten¬ 
cies. Whites and blacks can 
marry, but they cannot 
honeymoon In the same rail¬ 
way coach. 

The lifting of political curbs 
has brought new tensions to 


the surface. More than 30 

R olitical parties or groupings 
ave emerged. 

The multi-racial Demo¬ 
cratic Tumhalle Alliance will 
be SWAPO's most significant 
opponent In any elections 
held in the territory, it was 
formed last year by Dirk 
Mudge. a defector from 
Prime Minister John Vor- 
sler's National party who has 
a growing following among 
moderate whites and anll- 
SWAPO blacks, and Chief 
Clemens Kapuuo of the 
Herero tribe. 


If the Western members of 
the Security Council cannot 
bring SWAPO and the South 
African government to an 
agreement, Kapuuo is likely 
to be elected independent Na¬ 
mibia's first president and 
Mudge its prime minister.

Woman, 69, wins 
fight for estate 


A 69 year-old Victoria 
woman has been awarded 
two-thirds of an estate as the 
common-law spouse of a man 
who died without making a 
will. 

Mr. Justice Kenneth 
Fawcus rejected arguments 
that Kay Jaremko should re¬ 
ceive all or none of the estate 
of Stephen Birus, who died 
July 6, 1976, aged 78. 

Net value of the estate was 
about $150,000, including a 
house. She will receive the 
house and $46,000. The re¬ 
maining one-third will be di¬ 
vided among the "heirs-at- 
law” who are a sister of 
Birus, three nieces and a 
nephew, all but one of whom 
live in Yugoslavia. 

Normally, when a person 
dies without a will the estate 
is divided among the "statu¬ 
tory heirs." In this case, that 
would have meant half the 
estate would go to the sister 


and the other half to the three 
nieces and one nephew. 

However, a section of the 
Administration Act allows a 
common-law spouse the right 
to apply for consideration. 

Fawcus. in his written 
judgment just handed down 
after the case was heard in 
supreme court in Victoria in 
December, said counsel for 
Yaremko argued that she 
was the common-law spouse 
of Birus and under ail the 
circumstances, particularly 
their long association, should 
be treated as if she were the 
lawful widow and therefore 
entitled to the whole estate. 

But counsel for the sister, 
Dora Lukezic, and nephew. 
Josip Birus, submitted that 
Yaremko had failed to estab¬ 
lish, on a balance of probabi¬ 
lities, that she was Birus' 
common-law spouse and that 
the evidence established only

KEALAKEKUA BAY, 
Hawaii, Feb. 14, 1779 —It 
is with deepest regret we 
learned today of the 
death of Capt. James 
Cook. RN, one of Eng¬ 
land’s foremost explorers 
and navigators. 

Cook died on the beach 
here at the hands of a 
group of natives, from 
whom he was trying to 
recover a boat stolen 
from his flagship, the 
Resolution. 

At the time of his death, 
Cook was wintering his 
ship, together with the 
Discovery, after a second 
unsuccessful attempt to 
find the Northwest Pas¬ 
sage to Europe from the 
western end. 

Bom Nov. 3, 1728, the 
son of a farm laborer. 
Cook apprenticed as a 
seaman at Whitby, on 


and landed the forces 
commanded by Gen. 
James Wolfe at Quebec, 
for that decisive battle. 

He went on to survey 
more miles of coastline 
along the coasts of New 
South Wales, New Zea¬ 
land and North America 
than any other man be¬ 
fore him. 

Cook made many 
major discoveries In the 
South Pacific, and visited 
Friendly Cove in Nootka 
Sound on what Is now 
called Vancouver's Is¬ 
land in March of last 
year, on the way to his 
first unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to find the North¬ 
west Passage. 

He is survived by his 
wife, the former Eliza¬ 
beth Batts, whom he 
married in 1762, and 
three sons.

B.C. urges 
competition 
with world 


OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government will set up a 
wage-and-price monitoring 
agency when controls end. 
despite some provincial ob¬ 
jections that it will be an 
intrusion into their affairs, 
according to Prime Minister 
Trudeau. 

Winding up the first day of 
a three-day economic sum¬ 
mit, Trudeau said Monday 
that a monitoring agency to 
spotlight excessive pay and 
price demands was essential 
in the battle to reduce infla¬ 
tion. 

Trudeau and the 10 provin¬ 
cial leaders also agreed to set 
up a study group to And ways 
to reduce costly government 
regulations hampering busi¬ 
ness. 

The conference opening 
was dominated by discussion 
of methods for reducing gov¬ 
ernment interference in the 
economy, with the leaders 
agreeing to limit government 
spending and suggesting 
limits on civil servants' pay 
raises as part of a restraint 
program. 

Several premiers pushed 
for Ottawa to speed up job- 
creating capital investments. 
But the provincial leaders 
were badly split about how 
best to encourage more in- 
vetment and jobs. 

While most of the Western 
premiers urged incentives 
for private industry, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Quebec par¬ 
ticularly said it was up to 
governments to lead the way 
with investment.

Photo studios snap at UVic ‘competitor 9

The University of Victoria is moving Into the photo stu¬ 
dio business, two Victoria photographers claim, and they are 
unhappy about It. 

Peter Chapman of Scope Photography was one of sev¬ 
eral city commercial photographers invited by Clayton 
Shold. president of the 1978 graduating class, to submit 
proposals for the right to take pictures of the graduat¬ 
ing students. 

Chapman said he was at first Inclined not to bid be¬ 
cause of irregularities in bidding In the past. 

Furthermore, the students did not specify what they 
wanted and would be comparing different proposals submit¬ 
ted by the studios, rather than the studio's bids on a particular 
service or package, Chapman said. 

He and seven other photographers eventually submit¬ 
ted bids but were notified In December that the universi¬ 
ty’s own media and technical department (Media-Tech) 
had been given the contract. 

The commercial photographers hit the roof. 

For one thing, Chapman said, UVic is charging higher 
prices than some of the photographers who bid on the 
contract and to make things Worse, UVic's photo depart¬ 
ment is not confining itself to graduation photos of stu¬ 
dents — they can bring in relatives for group or family 
pictures as well. 

“My taxes are supporting that university and they're 
using my money to compete against me,” Chapman said 
angrily. He asked whether UVic had taken out a Saanich 


business licence, and whether it was taking advantage of 
Its standing as an educational Institution and getting a fed¬ 
eral sales tax exemption on materials and equipment. 

Media-Tech manager Edgar Lloyd denied that the 
university was taking special advantage of Its situation. It 
is paying the federal sales tax on the materials it buys, 
and the fact that it is charging higher prices was evi¬ 
dence that it was not attempting to “cut the throat” 
of city photographers, Lloyd said. 

Media-Tech is not in competition with city businesses, 
but its facilities are available for use by people who have 
access to other facilities of the university, Lloyd said. 

He did not deny that Media-Tech would do family or 
group pictures for other than graduating students — uni¬ 
versity faculty members, for instance. 

“If the university community wants to make use of our 
facilities they are here to be used." 

Shold said Friday that the graduating class had made 
its decision on the basis of quality and price. 

“In my opinion everyone was treated fairly and equita¬ 
bly." 

"I can’t see that Media-Tech had any particular ad¬ 
vantage," hd said, although he conceded that Media- 
Tech's location, in the basement of the MacPherson li¬ 
brary, was a factor in its favor. 

Another unsuccessful bidder was Merle Somerville of 
Merlin Studio, who has had the contract for the last two 
years. 

Somerville said he had been told last summer by a 
Media-Tech employee that the university would be tak¬ 
ing its own photos in 1978. 

Somerville picked up one of Media-Tech's advertising 



leaflets after the contract had been awarded, and noted 
that it said “Let us know what you want.” 

Family groups and other kinds of pictures would be 
taken, the leaflet said. It also Indicated that If customers 
could not make it in during the 8:30 to 4:30 business 
hours, arrangements could be made to take them at an¬ 
other time. 

“That sounds to me like they’re going Into the profes¬ 
sional photography business," Somerville said. 

Somerville said the profits on graduation pictures were 
relatively low, but “the spinoff business was good in 
orders for family pictures and weddings that came In. It 
was good exposure for the business.” 

Noting that he had used three photographers In the 
past to do the work, Somerville said the university mightiave 
to increase Its staff, at the taxpayers' expense. 

“I’m a taxpayer and I’m paying taxes so they can go 
into business.” 

He said the public should know tha*. not students but 
professional photographers hired by the university would 
be doing the work. 

To his knowledge, Somerville said, no other university 
in North America takes its own graduation pictures, 
mainly because of the effect on commercial photogra¬ 
phers. The photo departments at the University of Calgary 
and Simon Fraser University had both examined the possibi¬ 
lities but had been firmly put down by their university 
administrations, Somerville said. 

Chapman said UVic president Howard Petch had agreed 
with his arguments, but had said there was little he could do 
about It. Somerville has scheduled an appointment with 
administration dean Trevor Matthews to discuss the matter.

COMOX PROJECT 

Centre is built 
on good health 


COMOX — Construction of 
the new Community Health 
Centre in Comox Is well 
under way. The new struc¬ 
ture is located on Comox Ave¬ 
nue, directly opposite the new 
shopping centre. 

Part of the building, which 
will serve a large area of 
Vancouver Island, will house 
the ministry of health's 
newest speech and hearing 
clinic. Containing the latest 
in sophisticaled audiometric 
equipment, this clinic will 
offer a complete range of au- 
dioiogical and speech pathol¬ 
ogy services to all age 
groups. 

A new service provided by 
the ciinic includes the hear¬ 
ing. screening and rehabilita¬ 
tive assessment of new-born 
infants to school-aged chil¬ 
dren and rehabilitation pro¬ 
grams for adults and elderly 
persons who encounter hear¬ 
ing impairment due to aging 
or environmental influence. 
These services will be pro¬ 
vided by an audiologist, a 
new member of the health 
clinic. 


Patients with hearing prob¬ 
lems can be fitted from a 
selection of 116 different 
hearing aid devices available 
to the clinic, together with 
earholds, batteries and ac¬ 
cessories, ail rigidly quality- 
controlled by the government 
laboratory. 

Construction of the new 
building is being undertaken 
by the town of Comox. It was 
designed by Alan Mumagh- 
an. a local architect. 

The building is expected to 
be ready for occupancy early 
in June. 

Meanwhile in Campbell 
River, which has alway 
claimed to be world-famous 
for its salmon fishing, the 
oysters are getting into the 
act. 

The oyster-eating contest, 
which is part of the annual 
salmon festival, has been rec¬ 


ognized by the Guineas Book 
of Records and this official 
attempt will be made on tile 
world record. 

To comply with official 
rules the contest will be 
changed so that the record 
will be for the number of 
grams of oysters consumed 
rather than the number of 
oysters eaten. 

The present record is held 
in Florida, but officials in 
Campbell Rver claim the 
oysters are smaller there 
than on the Island and antici¬ 
pate an easy victory. 

Another step forward will 
be the invitation to the ABC 
Wide World of Sports to at¬ 
tend the event. 

The present world cham¬ 
pion is a Vernon Bass, who 
ate 684 oysters in 20 minutes, 
30 seconds in Sarasota, Fla., 
on Nov. 21, 1976. He will be 
invited to attend the Camp¬ 
bell River festival to put his 
crown on the line.

Nanaimo takes steps against oil pollution 


NANAIMO =- A new pro¬ 
gram of regular inspections 
of all oil installations within 
the authority of the Nanaimo 
Harbor Commission Is help¬ 
ing to keep oil spills and leak¬ 
ages down to a minimum. 

An inspection team, headed 
by boatmaster Ken Boyd, 
visits more than a dozen in¬ 
stallations, Including the tank 
farms, marinas and a gas 
barge. 

“If there are any signs of 


oil on the water we draw It to 
the attention of the manager 
and, if it is small, he usually 
has It cleaned up," Boyd said. 

“Sometimes it Is more than 
can be handled locally, then 
the harbor commission staff 
assist In the cleanup with our 
own equipment. 

“Again, if a marina has a 
boat leaking oil and the 
owner, after being told, 
hasn't repaired the leak, we 
can use our authority to en¬ 
sure that he does.” 


Harbor commission offi¬ 
cials have powers to lay 
charges against anyone pol¬ 
luting the harbour area with¬ 
in their jurisdiction. 

The inspection team is re¬ 
ceiving excellent co-opera¬ 
tion from all the managers 
and there has been a notice¬ 
able Improvement in the 
cleanliness of the water In the 
Newcastle Channel. 

“But we are always looking 
for improvements” says 
Boyd. "If anyone sees an oil 


slick, or wants advice on how 
to prevent a leak, they should 
telephone us at 754-5053."

Martin injury sparks helmet question 


BUFFALO (AP) - When 
Rick Martin's head hit the ice 
in last week's New York 
Rangers-Buffalo Sabres 
game, an old question was 
revived: Should protective 
helmets be mandatory in the 
National Hockey League. 

Although Martin, the 
Sabres' high-scoring winger, 
went Into convulsions, the in¬ 
jury was not as serious as 
first feared. He suffered a 
concussion and will miss a 
little more than a week of 
play. 

But if he had been wearing 
a helmet, the spill probably 
wouldn't have even fazed 
him. 


“The league’s position has 
been and is right now that the 
wearing of a helmet is up to 
the individual,” said NHL 
president John Zelgler. 

Zeigler added, however, 
that helmets are required in 
all amateur leagues and that 
the NHL trend is toward 
wider use of helmets. 

"They’re required amateur 
equipment now and players 
are wearing them from the 
time they begin to play right 
through junior. So through 
the process of evolution, 
more and more will be using 
them. More players are 
wearing them now than two 
years ago." 


Some players say helmets 
cut down on the peripheral 
vision, or the added weight on 
their head affects them. And 
no doubt some players dis¬ 
dain helmets for vanity’s 
sake, preferring to display 
their facial features and 
flowing hair to the fans. 

“A lot of players don't like 
to wear them because they 
don't look good,” said Sabre 
Jim Lorentz. After getting 62 
stitches for a head injury 
three years ago, he decided 
he would sacrifice esthetics 
for safety. 

“I tried one out and wore it 
a few times in the exhibition 
season, but it was hard get¬ 


ting used to,” said Sabres 
winger Rene Robert. ‘‘It 
seemed to impair my sense of 
awareness and bothered my 
peripheral vision. When I was 
wearing one, I'd have to look 
around when I was skating 
fast with the puck and if I 
heard footsteps, I would 
dump it in the comer," Ro¬ 
bert said. 

Gary Me Adair, a young 
winger, explained simply 
why he wears a helmet: “You 
can get away with a broken 
arm, but a broken headjs 
something else." 

Team captain Danny Gare 
is a longtime believer in 
wearing helmets. 


“I’ve always looked at 
them as part of the equip¬ 
ment. During the game, I get 
hit on the top of the head with 
a stick at least a few times. 

“It doesn't hinder me in 
any way. Your face is wide 
open and there’s nothing to 
obstruct your vision.” 

Defenceman Jerry Korab 
has used a helmet off and on 
but said Martin's injury was 
enough to persuade him to 
keep it on. 

“I didn’t wear it early this 
seasqn, but everybody start¬ 
ed asking why I didn't wear 
it, so 1 put it back on. After 
what happened to Rico, I'm 
not going to take it off.” 


TORONTO (CP) — Two in¬ 
ternational rule changes 
have been proposed at a 
meeting of top hockey offi¬ 
cials in Montreal. Miroslav 
Subrt, vice-president of the 
International Ice Hockey 
Federation, said Monday. 

Subrt, who also is vice-pre¬ 
sident of the Czechoslovak 
Ice Hockey Federation, was 
joined at the meeting by rep¬ 
resentatives of the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Associa¬ 
tion, the National Hockey 
League, the Amateur Hockey 
Association of the United 
States and the NHL Players 
Association. 

Subrt said the rule 
changes—involving icing the 
puck and fighting—will be 
submitted to the IIHF 
Congress at the world cham¬ 
pionships in Prague, and if 
they are accepted, they will 
implemented at the start of 
the 1976-79 season. 

In international hockey, 
fighting is penalized with a 
match penalty and the of¬ 
fending player's team is 
forced to play shorthanded 
for 10 minutes. The recom¬ 
mendation calls for a five-mi¬ 
nute major to the team and a 
game misconduct for the 
combatants. 

“We realized it was too se¬ 
vere a penalty to have a team 
play shorthanded for 10 mi¬ 
nutes,” Subrt said. "The ref¬ 
erees are aware of it and 
that's why they were so re¬ 
luctant to call it.” 

Subrt said the rule for 
match penalties for deliber¬ 
ate injury was also adjusted. 
In the past, the offending 
player was thrown out with a 
match penalty and his team 
had to play shorthanded for 
10 minutes. Under the recom¬ 
mendation, the team will 
play short for 10 minutes only 
if the player is injured. 

If the attempt is made but 
the opposing player Is not In¬ 
jured, the penalty to the team 
will be five minutes, Subrt 
said. 


The icing recommendation 
conforms to the present NHL 
standard—that a player must 
touch the puck before the 
whistle is blown dead on a 
puck shot from one side of the 
centre line over the opposing 
team’s goal line. 


The new recommendation 
would only apply to senior 
and junior hockey while 
minor hockey would stay 
with the present International 
rule—the whistle being blown 
as soon as the puck crosses 
the goal line.

Killer 

squads 

launch 

fight 

BELFAST (R'euter) — 
Killer squads of guerrillas 
trained to use sophisticated 
automatic weapons and sabo¬ 
tage techniques have moved 
into Northern Ireland as part 
of a new offensive by the 
provisional Irish Republican 
Army (IRA). 

An IRA leader said in an 
interview the offensive, 
which began 11 days ago, was 
ordered by the organization's 
Dublin leadership. 

The attacks, on troops, po¬ 
licemen and members of the 
Ulster Defence Regiment 
(UDR), a part-time militia 
backing the British army in 
the province, add a new di¬ 
mension to IRA operations in 
Northern Ireland. 

For the last three months, 
the IRA carried out fire¬ 
bomb attacks on businesses, 
attempting to disrupt the 
economy, but almost ignor¬ 
ing security forces. 

However, at the start of 
this month, security forces 
became IRA targets. Police 
are concerned the new killer 
gangs may be more ruthless 
than any which have struck 
in the past, and that civilian 
casualties may be high. 

Last weekend, a 69-year- 
old woman walking with her 
five grandchildren was acci¬ 
dently killed by guerrillas 
trying to machine-gun a 
group of policemen. 

A UDR reservist was ma¬ 
chine-gunned to death Tues¬ 
day. and the next day a 10-. 
year-old girl and her father, 
also a UDR soldier, were 
killed when a booby-trap 
bomb blew up their car. 

IRA sources said the new 
squads, totalling about 100 
men, operate outside the tra¬ 
ditional IRA network to avoid 
the danger of betrayal. 

The men are said to have a 
number of hideouts through¬ 
out Ulster so they can take 
cover quickly to avoid the 
massive manhunts that fol¬ 
low guerrilla attacks. 

The guerrillas have been 
trained in the use of the new 
M-60 U.S. machinegun, which 
has been smuggled in from 
Europe. Experts say the 
weapon is superior to guns 
used by British troops sta¬ 
tioned in Northern Ireland. 

The squads also have been 
trained in the manufacture 
and use of booby-trap bomb6. 
British security forces be¬ 
lieve the training was by an 
expert who had served either 
with the U.S. or British army. 

Libyan plane 
in emergency 

ROME (AP) - A Libyan 
Arab Airlines 737 made an 
emergency landing Thursday 
but none of the 113 passen¬ 
gers was injured seriously. 
The crash landing, in which a 
wing was damaged, was 
caased by malfunctioning 
landing gear, authorities 
said.

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South-West Africa: Race-mix crucible 


WINDHOEK (AP) — The 
South African government 
has introduced major racial 
reforms in South-West Afri¬ 
ca, or Namibia, that it firmly 
rejects in its own racially di¬ 
vided land. 

Blacks and whites mix ca¬ 
sually on the dance floors of 
Windhoek’s discotheques. 
The apartheid signs have 
been removed from public 
buildings. Most hotels and 
restaurants have gone multi¬ 
racial. 

“If things go well and Inde¬ 
pendence comes peacefully, 
I'm going to take out Nami¬ 


bian citizenship," says a 
white South African who has 
worked here for eight years. 
“Things are far more relaxed 
here and the future looks 
brighter than It does back 
home.” 

This former German colo¬ 
ny of 900,000 blacks and 100,- 
000 whites, which South Afri¬ 
ca has controlled since 1915 
despite mounting interna¬ 
tional opposition. Is slated for 
independence by Dec. 31. 

In preparation for that, the 
five Western members of the 
UN Security Council—the 
United States, Britain. 


France, West Germany and 
Canada—are trying to negoti¬ 
ate a peaceful settlement be¬ 
tween South Africa and the 
South-West African People’s 
Organization (SWAPO), 
which is fighting a guerrilla 
war along the northern bor¬ 
der with Angola. 

Meanwhile, almost all re¬ 
strictions on political move¬ 
ments have been abolished. 
Even SWAPO is allowed to 
have an office in Windhoek 
and to campaign for the pro¬ 
mised elections. 

The pass laws used in South 
Africa to control the move¬ 


ment of blacks have been lift¬ 
ed here. 

A national education sys¬ 
tem for all races, demanded 
by blacks In South Africa and 
repeatedly refused, is on the 
drawing boards. 

Prohibitions against inter¬ 
racial sex relations and mar¬ 
riage have been removed. 
But in the confusion of transi¬ 
tion, there are inconsisten¬ 
cies. Whites and blacks can 
marry, but they cannot 
honeymoon in the same rail¬ 
way coach. 

The lifting of political curbs 
has brought new tensions to

ilitical parties or groupings 
iave emerged. 

The multiracial Demo¬ 
cratic Tumhalle Alliance will 
be SWAPO’s most significant 
opponent in any elections 
held In the territory. It was 
formed last year by Dirk 
Mudge, a defector from 
Prime Minister John Vor- 
ster’s National party who has 
a growing following among 
moderate whites and anti- 
SWAPO blacks, and Chief 
Clemens Kapuuo of the 
Herero tribe. 


If the Western members of 
the Security Council cannot 
bring SWAPO and the South 
African government to an 
agreement, Kapuuo Is likely 
to be elected independent Na¬ 
mibia’s first president and 
Mudge its prime minister.

PATRONAGE 
CHARGED 
TO GRITS 

OTTAWA (CP) — The Liberal government 
was accused Monday of patronage and outright 
sexual discrimination against a senior female 
civil servant. 

Marguerite Ritchie, vice-chairman of the 
anti-dumping tribunal for five years, said the 
Liberal cabinet ignored her qualifications last 
month when It decided to appoint David Kirk¬ 
wood to replace retiring tribunal chairman Guy 
D’Avignon. Kirkwood was assistant deputy min¬ 
ister of transport. 

“This is a straight case of patronage on the 
basis of friends or the ‘old school tie’. According 
to everything I have been told,” Ms. Ritchie 
said in a letter to the National Action Committee 
on the Status of Women made public by Jean 
Pigott (PC-Ottawa-Carleton). 

“The fact that this decision was made by 
cabinet gives it extraordinary importance. It 
means that the example can be followed all the 
way down the line, by any petty Caesar who 
wishes to add a friend or relative to the payroll,” 
she said. 

Opposition MPs went to bat for her in the 
Commons. Ed Broadbent, New Democratic 
Party leader, demanded Kirkwood’s appoint¬ 
ment be rescinded and Mrs. Pigott called it a 
classic case of discrimination against women in 
the public service. 

Mrs. Pigott said D’Avignon recommended 
Ms. Ritchie for the job. Ms. Ritchie is a lawyer, 
appointed to the post by former Liberal cabinet 
minister John Turner, and Mrs. Pigott said in an 
interview she “instituted the atmosphere of a 
law court in the tribunal because of her orderly, 
legal approach.”

Woman, 69, wins 
fight for estate 


A 69-year-old Victoria 
woman has been awarded 
two-thirds of an estate as the 
common-law spouse of a man 
who died without making a 
will. 

Mr. Justice Kenneth 
Fawcus rejected arguments 
that Kay Jaremko should re¬ 
ceive all or none of the estate 
of Stephen Birus, who died 
July 6,1976, aged 78. 

Net value of the estate was 
about $150,000, including a 
house. She will receive the 
house and $16,000. The re¬ 
maining one-third will be di¬ 
vided among the “heirs-at- 
law” who are a sister of 
Birus, three nieces and a 
nephew, all but one of whom 
live In Yugoslavia. 

Normally, when a person 
dies without a will the estate 
is divided among the "statu¬ 
tory heirs." In this case, that 
would have meant half the 
jktate would go to the sister 


and the other half to the three 
nieces and one nephew. 

However, a section of the 
Administration Act allows a 
common-law spouse the right 
to apply for consideration 

Fawcus, in his written 
judgment just handed down 
after the case was heard in 
supreme court in Victoria in 
December, said counsel for 
Jaremko argued that she 
was the common-law spouse 
of Birus and under all the 
circumstances, particularly 
their long association, should 
be treated as if she were the 
lawful widow and therefore 
entitled to the whole estate. 

But counsel for the sister. 
Dora Lukezic, and nephew, 
Josip Birus. submitted that 
Jaremko had failed to estab¬ 
lish, on a balance of probabi¬ 
lities, that she was Birus' 
common-law spouse and that 
the evidence established only

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It is with regret we learn 
that Capt. Cook is dead 


KEALAKEKUA BAY, 
Hawaii, Feb. 14, 1779.—It 
is with deepest regret we 
learned today of the 
death of Capt. James 
Cook, RN, one of Eng¬ 
land’s foreniost explorers 
and navigators. 

Cook died on the beach 
here at the hands of a 
group of natives, from 
whom he was trying to 
recover a boat stolen 
from his flagship, the 
Resolution. 

At the time of his death. 
Cook was wintering his 
ship, together with the 
Discovery, after a second 
unsuccessful attempt to 
find the Northwest Pas¬ 
sage to Europe from the 
western end. 

Bom Nov. 3, 1722$, the 
son of a farm laborer. 
Cook apprenticed as a 
seaman at Whitby, on 




England’s east coast, and 
joined the Royal Navy 
shortly afterward. 

He rose rapidly through 
the ranks and was made a 
ship’s master in 1757. As 
a compassionate man. he 
was popular with his 


crews and also intro¬ 
duced fresh fruit into 
their diets to prevent the 
dreaded scurvy. 

During the war against 
France in Canada. Cook 
did some masterly sur¬ 
veys ofthe St. Lawrence, 


and landed the forces 
commanded by Gen. 
James Wolfe at Quebec, 
for that decisive battle. 

He went on to survey 
more miles of coastline 
along the coasts of New 
South Wales, New Zea¬ 
land and North America 
than any other man be¬ 
fore him. 

Cook made many 
major discoveries in the 
South Pacific, and visited 
Friendly Cove in Nootka 
Sound on what is now 
called Vancouver’s Is¬ 
land in March of last 
year, on the way to his 
first unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to find the North¬ 
west Passage. 

He is survived by his 
wife, the former Eliza¬ 
beth Batts, whom he 
married in 1762, and 
three sons. 


Despite objections 
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OTTAWA (CP) - The fed¬ 
eral government will set up a 
wage-and-price monitoring 
agency when controls end. 
despite some provincial ob¬ 
jections that it will be an 
intrusion into their affairs, 
according to Prime Minister 
Trudeau. 

Winding up the first day of 
a three-day economic sum¬ 
mit, Trudeau said Monday 
that a monitoring agency to 
spotlight excessive pay and 
price demands was essential 
in the battle to reduce infla¬ 
tion. 

Trudeau and the 10 provin¬ 
cial leaders also agreed to set 
up a study group to find ways 
to reduce costly government 
regulations hampering busi¬ 
ness. 

The conference opening 
was dominated by discussion 
of methods for reducing gov¬ 
ernment interference in the 
economy, with the leaders 
agreeing to limit government 
-spending and suggesting 
limits on civil servants' pay 
raises as part of a restraint 
program 

Several premiers pushed 
for Ottawa to speed up job- 
creating capital investments. 
But the provincial leaders 
were badly ,split about how 
best to encourage more in¬ 
vestment and jobs. 

While most qf the Western 
premiers urged incentives 
for private industry, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Quebec par¬ 
ticularly said it was up to 
governments to lead the way 
with investment. 

Trudeau, opening the 
meeting, appealed to provin¬ 
cial leaders to co-operate to 
develop policies that would 
assure jobs without rekin¬ 
dling inflation. If that was 
successful, then the premiers 
would be "writing an insur¬ 
ance policy that will serve us 
well tomorrow,' Trudeau 
said.

B.C. urges 
competition 
with world 


OTTAWA (CP) — Premier 
Bennett of British Columbia 
called Monday for a new na¬ 
tional economic policy to help 
Canada fit into a changing, 
more competitive world. 

Bennett, in his opening 
statement to the federal-pro¬ 
vincial premiers conference, 
said it was up to the heads of 
government to develop a na¬ 
tional strategy. Then the pre¬ 
miers should meet twice a 
year to ensure the program 
was carried out. 

Referring to earlier re¬ 
marks by some of the pre¬ 
miers. Bennett said the vari¬ 
ous governments “cannot 
just trot out regional shop¬ 
ping lists, as I have heard 
here today, but must develop 
a national policy.” 

He said the last time a na¬ 
tional strategy had been 
worked out was in 187$, when 
the country’s first prime 
minister. Sir John A. Mac¬ 
donald. devised a program 
that protected and helped de¬ 
velop industry in Central 
Canada through protective 
tariffs. 

That policy had restricted 
the ability of the Maritimcs 


and other regions of the coun¬ 
try to develop markets be¬ 
yond their boundaries, Ben¬ 
nett added. 

He said Canada did not now 
fit well into the world econ¬ 
omy and the only sectors in 
which the country was com¬ 
petitive internationally were 
some resource industries. 

A comprehensive national 
economic policy could set out 
a program or a set of goals 
that the people could rally 
behind, Bennett said. 

He also criticized the role 
of government spending in 
the economy, saying that un¬ 
less governments followed 
restraint, their share of the 
national economy would rise 
to 45 per cent by 1980 from 
about 40 per cent now. 

Government programs and 
costs were beginning to affect 
the ability of the over-all 
economy to compete, Bennett 
said. 

“Rather than being a sav¬ 
ior, government is one of the 
villains of the piece.” 

Bennett also said govern¬ 
ments should be careful in 
starting large capital pro 
jects to overcome unemploy 
ment. 


Washington door shut 
for Levesque’s visit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Quebec’s Premier Rene Le¬ 
vesque will find few official 
doors open to him if he tries 
to include Washington in his- 
forthcoming public relations 
visits to the United States, 
state department officials 
say. 

Levesque will be speaking 
in Boston and Chicago iff 
coming weeks in an effort to 
explain to people in the Unit 
ed States his government's 
separatist policies and to 


reassure them that the sepa¬ 
ratist movement does not 
threaten U.S. interests. 

State department officials, 
who asked not to be identi¬ 
fied. said the Carter adminis¬ 
tration had quietly let it be 
known that Levesque would 
have to arrange his visit 
through Ottawa if he wished 
to see any officials in Wash¬ 
ington. 

They are confident that Le¬ 
vesque, anxious to create the 
international impression that 


Quebec can function alone, 
will not ask Ottawa for per¬ 
mission to speak with U.S. 
officials. 

The policy toward Leves¬ 
que is one way in which the 
Carter administration is try¬ 
ing to support a united Cana¬ 
da while maintaining an offi¬ 
cially neutral position on 
Quebec, they say. 

"Obviously, the stability of

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School board takes Sidney council to task 


Saanich school trustees 
reacted angrily Monday 
night to a suggestion by the 
town of Sidney that their 1978 
budget Is Inflated. 

Not only Is Sidney unaware 
of what is happening Inside 
its own boundaries, but it 
bears some responsibility for 
the Increase in the board's 
budget; in addition, the town 
is in arrears In paying its 
annual school taxes to the 
board, the trustees said. 

What got the trustees going 
was a letter from the town 
council to Walter Hardwick, 
deputy education minister. A 
copy was sent to the school 
district. 

That letter noted that 


“council objects to the sub¬ 
stantially increased budget 
for School District No. S3 in 
view of the decreased school 
population and requests re¬ 
consideration of such bud¬ 
get.” Hardwick responded by 
saying that the school district 
has “the absolute right under 
law to set its budget as high 
as it sees fit," and suggested 
the town draw its views to the 
attention of the school board. 

Trustee Walter Tangye 
said the town’s letter was "ig¬ 
norant and provocative." 

Trustee Norma Sealey. 
who represents, the town on 
the school board, said the dis¬ 
trict’s population is not de¬ 


creasing but increasing, and 
particularly so in Sidney. 

Because of unforeseen In¬ 
creases In enrolment, partly 
brought about by the town’s 
development policies and 
poor communication between 
the town and the school 
board, the board has found 
itself spending more money 
than It budgeted, Mrs. Sealey 
said. 

To add to Sidney's humilia¬ 
tion, the school board also 
decided Monday night to send 
the town a notice that Its tax 
payments to the school board 
are in arrears. 

Municipalities collect taxes 
on behalf of school boards 
and are required by the Pub¬ 


lic Schools Act to remit the 
taxes to the boards in equal 
monthly installments begin¬ 
ning on Jan. IS of each year. 

Since they do not collect the 
taxes until the summer, how- 
ever, municipalities must 
usually borrow the money 
from the bank for the first 
part of the year, repaying the 
loan, with interest, when rev¬ 
enue starts to come in. 

Sidney has not made any 
payments so far In 1978, and 
according to a letter tabled at 
Monday's meeting the town 
was in arrears last year as 
well. 

“A review of our records 
for 1977 reveals only partial 
and erratic installments 


being made commencing in 
March and the prescribed 
amount only caught up by 
mid-July,” secretary-trea¬ 
surer Ross Ingram said. 

The board decided to send a 
letter notifying the town that 
it Is In arrears again this 
year. 

“If you are not prepared to 
forward your regular pay¬ 
ments each month as’ provid¬ 
ed In the Act.. . please be so 
kind as to advise us so that we 
may place the matter with 
the Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs for his consideration,” a 
letter drafted by Ingram 
stated. 

Meanwhile, the subject of 
all this correspondence, the 


board's 1978 budget, received 
final passage. At $11,902,802. 
It Is about 8 per cent higher 
than last year’s budget, but 
changes in the sharing for¬ 
mula between the education 
ministry and local school dis¬ 
tricts mean local taxpayers 
may feel a much bigger bite 
than that, trustees warned. 

“It’s a bare bones budget.” 
school board chairman Ruby- 
may Parrott said. "But its 
Impact on the taxpayers con¬ 
cerns me.” 

Trustee Dr. Gerry Kris- 
tianson accused the provin¬ 
cial government of reneging 
on an election promise to 


make education financing 
more equitable. The govern 
ment is taking more money 
from local taxpayers at the 
same time that it will be giv¬ 
ing it to independent schools, 
he noted. 

Kristianson appealed to 
taxpayers to protest the 
changes in the formula — 
primarily an increase In the 
basic mill rate from 37.S to 
42.5 mills — to the govern¬ 
ment and their MLA’s. 

Without the change in the 
mill rate, Kristianson said, 
taxpayers in the district 
would have faced only a 
small increase in their school 
taxes this year.

You haven'l heard of Victoria’s own politi¬ 
cal party, SUFA?You didn't know there was 
an election today? 

It's not surprising. Unless you're connect¬ 
ed in some way to the University of Victoria 
you can be excused for not being familiar 
with student politics there. 

As the relatively small proportion of voters 
indicates, student politics hold little interest 
for many students. But for those who are 
interested, there are many roles to play 
on three different governing bodies — the 
Alma Mater Society (AMS), the board of 
governors, and the university senate — 
dozens of university committees, and their 
own political party complete with caucuses 
and even a nominating convention. 

The main focus of activity is the political 
party. Students United For Action (SUFA). A 
descendant of The Slate, a student group 
which swept ail but a few AMS posts 
last year. SUFA is a generally left-wing 
organization which has never really been 
tested by opposition (of 15 Representative 
Assembly and 10 executive positions. 16 
were filled by acclamation. 13 of them by 
SUFA candidates), but which has so far held 
loosely together in spite of that. 

This year, SUFA held its own political 
convention to nominate candidates for vari¬ 
ous posts. Among the concessions members 
had to make to run for a SUFA nomination 
was a promise that they would not desert the 
party and run against its candidate if they 
lost the SUFA nomination. 

In spite of the admitted left-wing orienta¬ 
tion of many student politicians (socialists 
are considered right-wingers in some 
circles), few of them take the labels they 
attach to themselves very seriously. It may 
be fashionable to call oneself a Trotskyile, 
but when it comes to the modern university, 
doctrine takes a back seat to practicality and 
hard work. 

SUFA's name, in suggesting "activism," 
comes closer to the truth of the matter than 
what its detractors, or even proponents, 
might say about Its political beliefs. 

Any emphasis put on the "red scare" is 
misplaced, according to Ken Simons, editor 
of the student newspaper. The Martlet. 

"It's not a political party as much as a 
banner under which to run.” 

In spite of predictions that SUFA, which 
last year also swept ail but a handful of AMS 
posts, would turn the Representative Assem¬ 
bly (RA) of the AMS intoa rubber stamp, that 
has not proven to be the case, Simons 
said. 

"It's a party of opportunists, and naturally 
fragmented. There are some Social Demo¬ 
crats and Trotskyites, neither of whom have 


their Ideas very firmly thought out, with 
some professional gadflies and power seek¬ 
ers.” 

That unflattering assessment is meant to 
point out that SUFA is mainly a party of 
convenience. It offers an easily identifiable 
banner under which to run; gives its mem¬ 
bers a certain advantage during the election, 
such as common election posters for which 
only the pictures and a few lines of personal 
priorities are changed; and ailed, this year 
at least, as a kind of mini-election, guaran¬ 
teeing that activist students would not be 
running against each other in the final vote. 

SUFA has supplanted the student resi¬ 
dences as the main power bloc on campus. 
Although they account for only a small part of 
the student population at UVic. their ability 
to get out the vote, combined with student 
apathy elsewhere on campus, has tradition¬ 


ally given the residences considerable power 
in campus politics. 

SUFA wrested it away, but also main¬ 
tained close ties with the residence councils 
during the last year. The fact that the 
residences are not heavily involved In the 
elections this year is testimony to SUFA's 
success in meeting the concerns of students 
in residence. AMS president Brian Gardiner, 
a SUFA member and former on-campus 
resident, says. 

Gardiner, a political science student, has 
maintained a high profile during his term, 
both on and off campus. Last year he was one 
of two AMS vice-presidents, but his name 
frequently appeared in AMS press releases 
while that of the president was absent. 

The energetic Gardiner plastered huge 
posters all over the campus during his cam 
paign for the presidency last year, and could 


be seen racing through the classrooms early 
in the morning scrawling “Vote for Gar¬ 
diner" across the blackboards. 

That energy has carried on during his term 
as president. He mobilized an Impressive 
although unsuccessful campaign to keep 
tuition fees from rising last year, and 
succeeded In persuading B.C. Hydro to con¬ 
tinue its bus pass program for another year. 

The 1978 SUFA presidential candidate, 
Dave Connell, claims a similar record. He led 
a successful fight for longer library hours on 
campus, and organized a demonstration at 
the legislative buildings last year to protest 
inadequate funding for the handicapped. 

The other three candidates in the presiden¬ 
tial race are Chaumkar Cheema ("I hope to 
be able to add a little color to the cam¬ 
paign”), a second-year political science stu¬ 
dent; Garth Dunn, a third-year political 
science student; and Jerry Does, a 36-year- 
old education student who is having, at the 
very least, a great deal of fun with the 
contest. 

Although he has been a student at UVic 
only since January, Does is running for ANS 
president because "I need an office to do my 
homework in and a secretary to type up my 
papers." 

He complains that there should be no 
classes from 12:30 to 1:30 since “classes are 
constantly interfering with really good acti¬ 
vities” during noon hour. His campaign 
posters are entry forms for a coloring contest 
for which he has offered prizes, and he has 
challenged all the other candidates to a race 
on campus today, suggesting that if the 
voters are fair, they will vote for the winner 
of the race. 

And the issues? There are some issues in 
the race, but few of the candidates have 
staked out distinct positions for themselves. 
Heading the list are the existence of SUFA 
itself, a course evaluation program for the 
university, better student orientation, crea¬ 
tion of an ombudsman post by the AMS. a rise 
in beer prices, taking AMS funds out of the 
Bank of Montreal because it owns stock in 
companies doing business in South Africa, 
and the need to get more students more 
involved in university life,. 

Although it doesn't rank with Parliament 
in prestige, student politics offers many of 
the same experiences and just as much work. 
Gardiner says as he comes to the end of 
two years activity in it. 

He estimates that he spent about 10 hours a 
day at it during the first part of the year, and 
has spent every Sunday night during the past 
two school years in an AMS meeting. 


Saanich environment 

‘Too many 
guardians 

Concern was expressed Monday by Saanich Mayor 
Mel Couvelier about a multiplicity of committees being 
struck in the municipality whose main aim was preser¬ 
vation of the environment. 

Terms of reference for a proposed citizen advisory en¬ 
vironmental committee and the staff environment group 
committee were quite similar, he told the environment 
committee. 

"I’m concerned we’re going to get too many com¬ 
mittees and very little action as a result," he said when 
opposing a motion, which carried 3-2, that the staff 
committee be asked for recommendations regarding the 
establishment of an advisory group. 

Committee chairman Aid. John Mika said the citizen 
group would serve as a sounding board and could be 
a useful addition. 

"It could assist aldermen to make tough decisions in 
such a highly-subjective area as environmental issues," he 
said. 

In other business: 

• Aldermen agreed to recommend to council that an 
approach be made to B.C. Hydro to provide bus service 
in the Gordon Head-Shcibourne Street area. 

George Moyes. 4379 Shelboume, pointed out that the 
northern part of Shelboume —from Kenmore to Mount 
Douglas Park — and parts of Cedar Hill Road are without 
bus service. 


Ripoff rebaters

If you ask Better Business 
Bureau manager William 
Tindall, the best thing about 
the classified section in news¬ 
papers these days is the ab¬ 
sence of ads offering income 
tax rebates. 

In previous years, by the 
beginning of February, there 
were usually half a dozen ads 
promising “cash on the spot” 
for income tax claims. Year 
after year, the practice of 
tax-rebating came under at¬ 
tack but nothing was done 
about it. 

Last March, however, the 
provincial government

passed legislation limiting to 
15 per cent the fee a tax 
rebater can charge for his 
service. 

That means, a person can 
get 85 per cent of his income- 
tax rebate immediately — if 
he can find a tax rebater. 

But It appears the firms 
that specialized in that field 
are no longer'interested. 

A provincial consumer and 
corporate affairs ministry of¬ 
ficial said in an interview 
Monday that some legitimate 
firms may still offer immedi¬ 
ate cash for income tax 
claims, but “they are well-es¬ 
tablished accounting firms" 
which won’t try to rip off the 


Saanich in tangle 
over tree-cutting 


Angry tree-lovers Monday forced 
Saanich's environment committee to 
review a proposed tree-cutting bylaw. 

The bylaw, which would ensure that 
no one cut down any large tree without 
the consent of the municipality, will be 
reviewed by municipal staff, aldermen 
decided after being accused of threaten¬ 
ing the rights of the ordinary citizen in 
their efforts to stop "wanton destruc¬ 
tion of trees by developers." 

Saanich has tried persuasion, without 
much success, planner David Harper 
said. 

Efforts to get developers and the pub¬ 
lic generally to recognize mature trees 
as "valuable community assets" had 
resulted in no significant lessening of 
unnecessary tree-cutting, he said. 

The bylaw would apply to all proper¬ 
ties over 8,450 square feet which are 
outside the agricultural land reserve, 
and to any property within 48.8 feet of a 
stream, lake or watercourse. 

Cordova Bay Association president 
Robert Wolstencroft said the bylaw 
would result In increased bureaucracy 
and was an "uncalled for invasion of the 
rights of property owners.” 

Another Cordova Bay resident ex¬ 
pressed surprise that council would not 
be burning the midnight oil finding ways 
to cut taxes rather than "finding ways 
to punish the average person for what 
developers have done." 

Mrs. W.T. McLaughlin. 5460 Fowler, 


said she needed to cut trees on her 
property to heat her home and was 
"amazed" such a bylaw would be dis¬ 
cussed when energy costs were so high. 

Patrick Harkness, 4918 Prospect 
Ave., suggested the concept could best 
be handled through the Capital Region 
District as such an idea should be uni¬ 
versal and not discriminate against 
Saanich residents. 

The B.C. Forest Service should be 
asked to consider possible involvement 
In the enforcement of such a con 
cept, he said. 

Harkness proposed that a bylaw be 
drafted requiring a cutting plan to be 
submitted to Saanich before tree-cut- 
ting on any properties defined in the 
bylaw. Jfejs. he said, would allow more 
flexibility and still give council the con¬ 
trol it needed. 

Harper assured aldermen that ex¬ 
cluding properties under 4,450 square 
feet would exclude about 90 per cent of 
homeowners in the municipality. 

“There has been active logging car¬ 
ried on the municipality quite recent¬ 
ly," he said. “Timber has been taken 
off acres of property by loggers and 
people doing it for profit." 

The bylaw would be administered 
jointly by the parks department and the 
inspection branch. Anyone feeling that a 
permit had been wrongfully denied 
would be able to appeal the decision to 
council within 30 days.

Crystal's strong 


The latest structural assessment of the 
Crystal Garden indicates that restoration 
work on the building won't exceed the origi¬ 
nal $2 million price tag. 

That's the word from David Hambleton. 
the architect in charge of the project. 

Hambleton said Monday the structure of 
the building was much stronger than had 
first been anticipated. The steel girders, for 


instance, could be cleaned with wire 
brushes, eliminating the necessity for re¬ 
moving and sandblasting them. 

Only a few badly-corroded steel beams, he 
said, would have to be replaced. 

Hambleton said he was certain the res¬ 
toration work could be kept within the $2 
million budget allocated by the provincial 
government 


consumers. 

“But the bad guys were 
driven away by the regu¬ 
lations in the new Consumer 
Protection Act,” he said. 

He said he suspected that 
some deals were also still 
being made in bars, but 
added that practice would be 
pretty difficult to control. 

Tindall said the Better 
Business Bureau was aware 
that a a few small bookkeep¬ 
ing firms in Victoria were 
stiil offering a rebate service, 
adding that “that’s quite ben¬ 
eficial for the community."
